Chairman’s Report for 1978 
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January 1978 produced the Supreme Court decision which 
has required the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency to find a 
system of “parallel levies” in each province. In spite of the best 
efforts of many, including the National Farm Products Marketing 
Council, at years end, we still do not have nation-wide 
concurrence for a supplementary clause to our Agreement that 
would accomplish this. A method to legally collect levies that will 
enable the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency to continue to 
Operate a Surplus Removal Programme across the country 
remained a priority item at December 31, 1978. 


Improvement of the public image of the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency continues to be important. Many individuals 
and groups still do not understand that producers of eggs are 
paid on the basis of the cost of producing those eggs as 
established by a statistically sound survey done by a professional 
neutral third party. In this way, the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency is protected from any accusation that we might be able to 
“cook the books” in favour of producers. The formula results 
from an arm’s-length professional study. 


The low price of eggs, a highly nutritious food product, and 
the fact that the formula has prevented any arbitrary price 
increases, is of prime public importance. 


The fact that ten provincial jurisdictions have agreed to 
cooperate in the creation of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
sometimes results in us being forced to base our forecasts for 
both demand and supply of eggs on less than perfect statistics. 
Gradually this is correcting itself, but provincial rights versus the 
over-all good is a constant factor facing us. 


While Canada was a net exporter of eggs during 1978, a 
number of influences, including the rapid increase in the price of 
some other foods, resulted in an increased demand for eggs that 
left us a little tight near the year’s end. As a result, quotas have 
been increased. 


The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency should have the 
responsibility for assuring supplies at all times. Ata minimum, it 
ought to have the right to import eggs in times of temporary 
shortages as well as to export (as we now do) in periods of excess 
supplies (like early 1978). The Agency would function more 
efficiently and in the best interests of both consumers and 
producers if it had the responsibility for the first receivership of 


eggs. 


It was an honour for me to become Chairman of the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency in June. All my work since then 
has been significantly benefitted by the advice and good counsel 
that | have received from Harold Crossman who so ably served as 
Acting Chairman during the first part of 1978. 


Less surplus than was expected in the latter portion of 1978 
resulted in less funds being required for surplus removal. 
Decisions at the year’s end to reduce the levy by a full penny 
combined with anticipated higher levels of surplus in early 1979 
should result in a rapid reduction in the surplus removal fund. It is 
the over-all policy of the Agency that the surplus removal levy 
should vary as required, both up and down, so that funds are 
collected as required and only reasonable amounts of funds are 
on hand at any point in time. 


The major challenge facing us in 1979 is how to maintain a 
reasonable and functional interface between the Cost-of- 
Production priced and regulated producer level of the marketing 
chain and the open market that functions at the wholesale level. 
We must also find some method to educate the public to the 
elementary fact that only the producer level (farm gate) prices are 
based on the Cost-of-Production formula and only these are 
under the control of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. We 
have no authority to regulate the wholesale or retail prices of 
eggs. Nevertheless, it should be noted that the controlling of 
producer prices has had a stabilizing and beneficial impact on 
the final consumer price and has influenced egg prices paid by 
consumers to be far below the prices paid for the other 
requirements of a nutritious diet.

During the year 1978, your board has seen the 5% quota cut 
take its full effect on the total egg supply and this coupled with 
the effect of the redefinition of hens being 20 weeks rather than 
24 weeks as previously has, at year end, led the board to believe

we could see a quota increase in the year 1979. We feel our 
reporting and statistical gathering systems are becoming more 
refined and reliable as the years go by, so hopefully our 
projections will be more meaningful and accurate so that we may 
not see quota increases followed a few months later by quota 
cutbacks thus ensuring the Canadian Consumer a steady and 
reliable supply of top quality Canadian eggs for both the table 
and further process trade. 


Your board has been well represented at all major confer- 
ences held this past year in Canada regarding Food Strategy, 
Forums held at Universities, Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
Canadian Egg Producers Council, etc., by various board mem- 
bers, the general manager and chairman. We feel that it is 
essential that we be a part of this total food and agriculture scene 
as we must realize that in this fast and everchanging world, we 
cannot live apart from other sectors of our society. We also 
attended, by representation, the IEC meeting and World Poultry 
Science meeting in Rio de Janeiro in September. Our own Mr. 
Eldridge works on an IEC standing committee as does Mr. R. 
Clemis of Canada who again was elected IEC vice president. 
Congratulations to both of you gentlemen and a thank you for 
your continued work on our behalf in the world community. 


The Agency directors have continued to take an interest in 
meeting with other segments of the industry so, to this end, have 
held regular board meetings with the CEPC in Charlottetown, 
P.E.1|., the Western Canada Processors in Winnipeg, Man. and the 
Canadian Egg and Poultry Council in Quebec City, Quebec. 
These meetings also afford local producers the opportunity to 
meet with other provincial board members and witness first hand 
discussions held at Agency board meetings. We hope to be able 
to continue this practice in the year ahead. As well representa- 
tives of our board have attempted to be at all provincial annual 
meetings when at all physically possible to explain more fully the 
activities of their organization. 


The Agency has by way of recording history commissioned a 
preparation of the history of our development. We feel we would 
be remiss in our duty if a reasonable record of an important 
Canadian agriculture milestone were not properly documented 
and recorded. 


We have had considerable problems in some of the 
provinces relating to levy collection. It will be recalled that last 


year we looked forward to the Supreme Court of Canada handing 
down a favourable report on this contentious issue. Their report 
was to our favour but some sections of provincial legislation in 
some cases seemed to be in question. To this end, our legal 
counsel along with his counterpart provincially have been 
working diligently to have the problems corrected. At years’ end, 
all this had not been accomplished. We look forward in the future 
to legislation being put in place to allow all agriculture producers 
to band together on the provincial level and thence nationally, if 
they so wish, to run their own affairs to their betterment. 

We feel that it should be said over and over again that farmers 
have the same personal aspirations as other sectors of our 
society but at the same time, we love to produce and produce 
more efficiently. While doing this however, we should not be 
forced to accept a lower standard of living than our city cousins 
and that we need to be properly rewarded for our labours. 

We must, of course, again bid farewell to people who have 
served the Canadian producer so well over the years. Retire- 
ments from our board come swiftly. In late 1977, Mr. John Eyking 
of Nova Scotia, Mr. Bert Haneveld of P.E.I., Mr. Charles Horvath, 
Manitoba and Mr. Al Geisbrecht of B.C. In 1978, Mr. M.E. (Jery) 
Pringle. From the board of CEMA and on behalf of all Canadian 
Egg Producers, thank you gentlemen for your years of diligent 
and unrelenting work on our behalf. 

We would be remiss if we did not say a word of sincere thank 
you to our entire CEMA staff for their untiring efforts over the 
years for us. Were it not for them we would be far busier as 
directors than we are, they do the everyday mundane activity that 
holds us together. We take this opportunity to publicly thank two 
of our longtime senior staff who left us during the year in the 
persons of Mrs. Sandra Sills, and Mr. Eric McFee.

Cost of Production 


The CEMA Cost of Production Committee met 4 times in 
1978 and once in January 1979. The members of the Committee 
are:

Mr. Ron Floritto is arecent member of the Committee, having 
been appointed just prior to its January meeting. 

The basic terms of reference of the Committee are to keep 
under review all aspects of the process of arriving at costs of 
production of eggs in Canada through surveys, of the utilization 
of those findings in establishing prices, and in methods used for 
periodic adjustment of prices in line with cost changes and 
handling and transportation costs. 

In 1978, however, the CEMA Board, to which the Committee 
is responsible, asked the Committee to undertake examination of 
a numberof matters not contemplated in its original terms of 
reference, namely: 


study of rules by which, as related to the criteria in the plan, 
increases in global requirements from the original levels set, 
might be allocated to provinces; and 

examination of policy on quota transfer and its relationship 
to quota values as well as an examination of the reasons for 
the concurrence of quota values. 


This work of the Committee, which is not completed, is being 
conducted in the context of the basic policy understanding that 
quota values do not form part of the capital costs included in 
costing calculations. The work on rules for allocation of 
increases in global allocations is also still in progress. 

A major responsibility of the Committee concerns the update 
cost of production surveys by P.S. Ross and Partners which are 
the basis of the determination of the national average cost of 
production calculations used for pricing in the plan. In this 
connection the Committee acts as a technical advisory group to 
P.S. Ross, which undertake these surveys on the basis that they 
accept an independent responsibility for the accuracy and 


conceptual validity of the surveys, the results of which become a 
matter of public record. The survey firm is therefore is no sense 
under instruction from the Committee or CEMA in the manner in 
which they exercise their professional responsibilities for these 
surveys. A third survey is to be taken at this time, based on 
producer records for 1978. In its discussions with P.S. Ross on 
the questionnaire and methodology for the survey which has 
taken place, among the many detailed matters that have been 
discussed by the Committee have been: 


methodology required to ensure the exclusion from costs of 
any quota values that may have been implicitly or explicitly 
incurred by producers surveyed; 

the definition and determination of rate of lay (which in the 
survey is basically defined as 12 month production from 
enterprises having a certain number of flock placements, 
rather than hen production during a period of lay; 
methods of determination of feed efficiencies; 

uniform definition of farm gate costs as related to costs of 
shipment to grading stations; and ; 
accurate determination of management functions, time 
spent on them, and the problem of costing them — tonamea 
few. 


The survey methodology for vertification of records, and in 
general dependability of results, has also been extensively 
discussed. 

The survey is being done on 20% as nearly as possible of all 
producers with flocks of from 10,000 to 50,000 birds, selected on 
a random sampling basis. It should be mentioned that dis- 
cussions were held with the National Farm Products Marketing 
Council by the Committee which resulted in an understanding 
with CEMA on a basis for providing the fullest possible detailed 
data on individual cost factors, subject to the requirements of 
confidentiality of producer records. This data will be provided by 
size of flock on a national basis, and for the whole sample on a 
provincial basis.

Egg Quality Improvement Committee 


This has been the first full year of operations for this 
Committee and though there may not have been a significant 
apparent visual improvement in Egg Quality specifically the 
producers and all segments of the marketing chain are very much 
more aware of our objectives. We believe the general quality of 
eggs offered to the consumers has improved significantly or at 
the very least the deterioration that was apparent has been 
eliminated. 


This progress can be contributed to action taken by Poultry 
Division of Agriculture Canada, Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture, Provincial Egg Boards and the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency. 


Throughout the year we have continued with the Haugh Unit 
Testing procedure at the Grading Stations, on the farms and at 
retail. ln most instances, when a problem has been isolated, it has 
been corrected as a result of an educational process initiated by 
and with the full co-operation of each of the groups listed in the 
preceding paragraph. 


We have had the opportunity to discusss the question of Egg 
Quality Improvement in public on several occasions such as the 
Western Canada Poultry and Egg Processors Meeting in 
Winnipeg and the Canadian Poultry and Egg Processors Council 
Annual Meeting in Quebec City. On these occasions it was quite 
apparent that all segments of the egg industry are aware of our 
objectives and indicated their co-operation in taking any steps 
that may be necessary to improve egg quality. 


Even though all links in the production and marketing chain 
can contribute to the improvement of egg quality, our committee 
and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency recognize our main 
responsibility lies at the producer level. To this end we have 
developed material for use in the field designed to make 
producers aware of the factors that affect and methods of 
improving egg quality as well as the economic advantages. 


We have also compiled a booklet on the effects and costs of 
On Farm Oiling. This information has been gathered from several 
reliable research studies and indicates that the oiling of eggs can 
have a significant impact on retaining the quality that is present 
when the egg is hard. 


Before proceeding with a specific program, our committee 
and the Agency deemed it advisable to ascertain, in a concrete 
manner, the way egg quality or the lack of it, is perceived by the 
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average consumer. We therefore have initiated a nation wide 
Consumer Perception Survey and Study in an effort to establish 
the likes and dislikes of the people who use our product. This 
survey will be completed and the results made public prior to the 
reading of this report. 

In the meantime we are proceeding with our Public Relations 
and Educational Program at the producer level through the co- 
operation of the field staff and personnel of the Provincial Egg 
Boards and CEMA. Though progress may appear slow, there /s 
improvement and a much greater awareness of the problems 
involved and the methods of correction. 

Our committee has been augmented and enhanced by 
additional members from the Canadian Poultry and Egg Pro- 
cessors Council, the Canadian Egg Producers Council and 
Poultry Division of Agriculture Canada. | would take this 
opportunity to express my personal appreciation for the com- 
mittment and dedication of all the members in their efforts to 
improve the quality of eggs produced and sold in Canada.

Egg graders should obtain new check weights for 
their grading scales.

A Report of the 19th Production and Marketing Conference held 
by the International Egg Commission in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil in 
September 1978 


This year Canada had a large number of delegates present at 
the Conference and a great deal has already been said and 
written regarding our very pleasant stay in the beautiful city of 
Rio de Janeiro. | will therefore confine my report to general 
comments concerning the Council Meeting which is restricted to 
members of the Council plus the Secretariat and the work of the 
various committees who continue to work throughout the year on 
behalf of the egg industry. 


This could not be considered one of the usually well 
Organized conferences at the International Egg Commission. 
The open meetings were seldom well attended. Very often people 
were confused regarding where they should be and when. 
Attendance at the various exhibits had to be a great disappoint- 
ment to those firms who had spent a great deal of time and money 
putting up their displays. Had it not been for the untiring energy 
of Denis Wellstead and the secretary, the entire conference may 
quite easily have been a failure. This was partly due to timing the 
meeting to coincide with the World Poultry Congress and to 
interlock the schedules of these two large groups of delegates, 
and partly the impossibility of maintaining direct communication 
with the responsible authorities in the host country. In spite of 
these difficulties the Conference was a success. This was the first 
time it had been held in anon participating country. Reports were 
presented by 31 countries including seven from South America, 
Brazil, Uruguay, Chile, Argentina, Guyana, Venezuela and Peru. 
It is hoped that some of these countries may become members 
along with others who are showing increasing interest in the 
|.E.C. such as Austria, Czechoslovakia, Turkey, India and Japan. 
There was also a steady increase in the number of subscribing 
members, some from Canada, who now come from some 30 
countries through the world. There were approximately 150 
delegates registered and considering the difficulties in distance, 
communication, exchange rates, etc., this was a very acceptable 
figure. 


Statistics Committee 


Within the I|.E.C. Committee structure there is none more 
valuable or effective than the Statistics Committee which is 
chaired by Mrs. Richardson of the U.K. It documents and 
publishes a wide variety of useful statistical information. This 
information is gathered from approximately 30 of the major egg 
producing countries. The International Egg Market Review is 
distributed twice yearly. It reviews the previous six months and 
forecasts developments for the following six months. The Egg 
Statistics and Price Bulletin covers international trade, price of 
eggs and poultry feed, production and numbers of layers. The 
International Chick Placement Bulletin is published monthly and 
provides placement figures for 23 countries. Several countries 
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who do not hold membership in 1.E.C. are keenly interested in the 
work being done by this Committee and regularly contribute 
their own market intelligence information. It is perhaps unfortun- 
ate that so few countries have the capability of adjusting when 
the danger signals become obvious. The Chick Placement 
Bulletin indicated over a year ago that placements were 
increasing at an alarming rate. This increase continued into 1978 
and at the Conference many countries, primarily from the E.E.C., 
reported a severe surplus of product and some indicated that 
producers were unable to recover their costs. 


The International Trade Committee 


This Committee is chaired by H. Todd from Australia. This 
Committee attempts to monitor the international movement of 
product and analyse it’s effect on the industry. As production 
steadily increases in many countries which only a few years ago 
had few, if any, modern poultry units, and as some of these 
countries reach self sufficiency, so the export market becomes 
more difficult to work with at a profit. The Committee will attempt 
to establish an intelligence service relating to the movement of 
product on export markets. 


Egg Products Committee 


The Chairman is Dr. W. Enthoren from the Netherlands. This 
Committee deals primarily with quality standards, pesticides and 
good sanitation practices as they relate to egg products. The goal 
is to establish aset of standards which can be applied world wide. 


Shell Egg Committee 


Mr. E. Adams from Germany is the Chairman. Again the 
primary goal is to set grade standards which will be used 
universally. This would facilitate both export movement and 
reporting mechanisms. They should include similar standards 
for weight and quality, coding such as dates, packing material, 
and processing requirements such as washing and oiling. The 
Committee works closely with several governments where 
changes in grading standards are being considered. 
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Consumption and Publicity/Health and Nutrition Committee 


This Committee is chaired by Dick Clemis from Canada. It is 
concerned with the advertising and promotion programs being 
carried out by member countries. A survey has been carried out 
amongst the members and | quote from the report. The survey 
based on a questionnaire, aims to assess the size of the market, 
the size of the national flock, per capita consumption, proportion 
of product sold in shell and product form, volume of imports and 
exports, whether there is a central agency responsible for 
promotion, it’s constitution, it’s source of finance, the propor- 
tions spent upon the various media; and employed for promo- 
tional activities; and on market research. 

The exchange of promotional material among liaison 
officers should be encouraged as should the exchange of ideas 
and information. It was suggested that Liaison Officers should 
attend the conferences where they would meet and submit 
promotional presentations. 


Producers Committee 


The Chairman is Mr. M.C. Weller of the U.K. This Committee 
holds a special meaning for the Canadian delegates for it was at 
our instigation it was established. Canadian producers, including 
Dick Clemis and myself, attended our first 1.E.C. Meeting in 
Stockholm in 1973. At that time, although producer problems 
were recognized, the delegate representation was primarily trade 
and government. Today the delegates from several countries 
including Canada, Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, United 
Kingdom and the U.S.A. represent producer organizations. Each 
year there is increasing interest in supply management and the 
manner in which it functions especially from countries where 
production controls do not exist. 

A relatively new problem is demanding considerable atten- 
tion from the Producers Committee. This is the question of 
animal welfare where intensive livestock management is practis- 
ed. Many countries are facing strong resistance from protest 
groups and in some countries legislation is being proposed. This 
is a serious question. Any drastic restrictions could have an 
adverse effect on the producers cost of production. At this time 
the controversy is centered in the European countries but, if 
successful, it could over flow into Canada and the U.S.A. 


One or two comments in closing Mr. Chairman. This is the 
fourth time | have had the opportunity to attend an1.E.C. meeting 
and | believe the value and effectiveness of the organization is 
steadily increasing. They have an excellent relationship with 
other groups, both national and international, and a most 
unusual rapport exists within the Council membership. 

Our report on advertising and promotion met with keen 
interest — especially our TV ads — and we received several 
requests for copies. 

Again we were complimented on the conference which was 
hosted in Canada last year. Not only was there a record 
attendance, some 350 delegates, but the organization was 
considered excellent and the hospitality superb and | was asked 
to convey their thanks back to you. 

The office holders were all re-elected and France is the 
recipient of the Annual Marketing Award.

Audit Committee Report 


This being arelatively new committee of CEMA, its duties are 
now in the process of being defined, working very closely with 
our auditors, Touche, Ross and Co. 

One duly called meeting was held by the committee to study 
and review the scope and format of the financial statements to be 
prepared. At least one more meeting is planned by the committee 
with the auditors prior to the completion of the final draft of the 
financial statement, at which time the detailed scrutiny of the 
financial statement will be carried out. 

At the first meeting of this committee, the audit process was 
thoroughly reviewed as follows: (1) audit objectives for the 
(systems testing). In this phase two types of tests will be 


Objectives for the verification process. The committee was 
reasonably satisfied that through the above listed processes the 
auditors could assure the committee of its thoroughness and 
accuracy. For example through (1 objectives). The detailed audit 
is established through internal discussion by the audit team and 
are supplemented by meetings with senior management. (2) 
systems testing. In this phase two types of tests will be 
undertaken, (1) Compliance tests (2) weakness investigation 
tests. (3, verification process). At this stage, our auditors work 
very closely with various provincial board offices across the 
country to provide sufficient supporting evidence that the 
information supplied to CEMA throughout the year is reasonably 
accurate. 

The Committee was again reasonably satisfied that through 
these processes there was sufficient thoroughness built into the 
audit process to assure us that the following items were properly 
checked: (1) Levy Income, Accounts receivable, and cash 
receipts (2) Purchases, Accounts payable and cash disburse- 
ments, (3) Payroll and (4) Management reporting. 

At the time of preparing this report, the work of this 
committee is really in the middle of the review process, therefore 
it may be appropriate to supplement this report by additional 
comments at the annual meeting.

Report of the Consultative Committee 1978 


The first meeting of the year was held in January. This 
meeting dealt with the P.S. Ross update and the effects this had 
on the producer price. It was quite informative in nature. The 
general manager of the marketing agency reported on the 
change in definition of the laying hen and the ultimate effect this 
would have on the quota. At this meeting there was also an 
Ongoing discussion on the egg quality program being developed 
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by the Egg Quality Committee. The Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency presented a paper on a food strategy for Canada. 

The next meeting of the Consultative Committee was held in 
June. This meeting discussed a wide scope of matters in general, 
ranging from quota values to market shares. Efforts to expand 
Canadian consumption in view of results of current research data 
in regard to cholesterol, were also discussed. This meeting also 
touched on the buy back program of eggs declared as surplus 
and there was an update at the consultative level on the egg 
quality program. 

The third meeting was held in August. Some discussion took 
place once more on market sharing as well as a further update on 
the progress of the Egg Quality Committee. The Consultative 
Committee was brought up to date on the status of the 
transportation differential and the problems involved in attempt- 
ing to have this changed. There was also lively discussion on the 
CEMA advertising campaign with much enthusiasm expressed 
for the campaign. 

On behalf of the Consultative Committee, | would like to 
thank all who participated with us in our discussion and 
especially note the cooperation of the chairman, Mr. McBride 
and the General Manager, Mr. Roytenberg. The Consultative 
Committee would like to recognize the efforts and the work done 
on its behalf by Ms. Suzanne Martin, who so ably acted as our 
recording secretary. 

In the report of 1977, we stated: “Itis apparent that as quickly 
as old problems or situations are resolved, new ones arise with 
equal importance to the ones just settled. One can be heartened 
though that the marketing agency and its leadership have 
learned to deal and cope with the large undertaking entrusted to 
them by the egg producers of Canada.” The above paragraph is 
as relevant and meaningful in the forthcoming year as it was in 
the past. 

The Consultative Committee looks forward to our continued 
relationship and meetings with the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency.

Annual Report 1978 


The year 1978 was a year of challenge for CEMA. Although 
the basic institutions and elements of a national marketing 
system had been established, the Agency has faced important 
challenges to these institutions from a number of sources. 
Government was in the process of developing a strategy for 
agriculture which did not appear to view supply management as 
a favourable development. The reference to the Supreme Court 
with regard to Provincial and Federal legislation governing 
marketing boards resulted in almost total support of the legal 
basis on which marketing boards are founded. However, the 
Supreme Court reversed itself on the jurisdictional aspects of the 
legislation. This has had the effect of raising again all the issues 


regarding Provincial and Federal authorities and has led to 
difficulties in formulating an amended National Marketing Plan 
to take these considerations into account. The withholding of 
levies which endangered the Agency some years ago has now 
reappeared to threaten its future. The resolution of these matters 
continues to confront the signatories as an item of urgent 
necessity. 

The National Farm Products Marketing Council, in per- 
forming its supervisory responsibilities, has become increas- 
ingly involved in the ongoing operations of the Agency to a 
degree that some believe exceeds their legislative authori- 
zation. The Council has made recommendations regarding the 
central pricing aspects of the Agency’s operations which 
threaten its effective operation and invites the Agency into areas 
of regulation and control which appear to be beyond the 
Agency’s jurisdiction or effective authority to implement. 

Decisions made in this respect at mid-year led to pricing 
arrangements required to be consistent with the National 
Marketing Plan, dictating producers returns below those pro- 
grammed in the cost of production formula. For periods of time 
in 1978, the majority of Canadian production earned less from 
producers than the programmed return. Shortfalls continued 
into 1979, containing a continuing potential for danger to the 
pricing system. This occurs in spite of the remarkable per- 
formance of the cost of production in protecting consumers 
against spiralling food costs which they have faced. While the 
overall food index increased by more than 20% in 1978, 
increased costs to egg producers raised their prices to 6%. From 
a number of other quarters, the continued questioning of the 
raison d’étre of Supply Management Programs proceeds un- 
abated. 


CEMA accepted 2.4 million boxes of eggs through its 
Industrial Product Program in 1978. Of this quantity 1.7 million 
boxes were disposed of to Canadian processors; 614,000 boxes 
were exported; and 93,000 boxes were returned to the table 
market based on requests from the trade. These quantities were 
fairly similar to those of 1977. Total declarations were somewhat 
higher, at 48,000 per week, compared with 44,000 per week in 
1977. Quantities disposed of abroad averaged about 12,000 
boxes per week. Exports more than doubled compared with 1977, 
as the discount on the Canadian dollar assisted the Agency in 
finding markets for product. Exports were made, in a processed 
form through CIDA, to the Middle East, in collaboration with the 
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United Egg Producers and private brokers, and to the U.S., Hong 
Kong, the Caribbean, Mexico and Venezuela. 

Graded throughput of eggs in Canada totalled 24.1 million 
boxes, an increase of 2 percent compared with 1977. This 
occurred on top of an increase in 1977 of 7.6 percent. Reduced 
quota levels effective January 1, and the impact of achange inthe 
definition of ahen, which was implemented February 1, 1978 did 
not prevent the increase throughput in 1978. An expanded level 
of quota utilization was also important. On the demand side, 
disappearance of fresh commercial production averaged 397 
thousand boxes per week. Agency figures for fresh dis- 
appearance were up 3.4 percent. For the first time in 1978, official 
Government statistics confirmed increases reported by the 
Agency in both disappearance and per capita consumption. 
Changes in the price of competitive products and the continued 
advertising efforts by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, onits 
own account and in collaboration with Provincial Boards, have 
continued to bear fruit. Efforts during the heavy supply summer 
period seemed particularly effective compared with the per- 
formance in 1977. 


The year 1978 was characterized by very heavy supplies of 
eggs available for the CEMA product removal program. Available 
capacity in the system was tested to the limit during some weeks. 
During the Fall, however, a strong upsurge in demand combined 
with the increasing effectiveness of quota reductions led to a 
tightness of supply particularly in ALarge size eggs. The industry 
shifted from a condition of glut to one of additional supply 
requirements. This situation led to heavy imports during the last 
13 weeks of the year. These developments led to discussions 
regarding changes in quota levels to ensure adequate supplies 
for the latter part of 1978, and these were implemented early in 
1979. Imports of 1978 totalled 412,000 boxes compared with 
256,000 in the previous year. Further processing of eggs totalled 
41.2 million pounds in 1978, compared with 42.3 million pounds 
in 1977. Imports and exports of further processed product have 
been small. Pricing to Canadian producers proved to be very 
similar to those in 1977, until the latter part of 1978, when they 
averaged below year earlier levels. The figure for the year was 
66.6¢ per dozen compared with 63.3¢ in 1977. The average on an 
“A” Large basis was 72.7¢ compared with 72.6¢ in 1977. Ona 
month-by-month basis, prices of ALarge tended to be below year 
earlier figures during the first half of 1978 and above the year 
earlier figures in the latter half. Producers regained the full return 
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under the Cost of Production Formula, effective January 1, 1979 
with the elimination of the AIB guidelines. Nevertheless, owing to 
a failure to make the required adjustment in the formula, 
shortfalls have appeared in producers prices for the majority of 
Canadian product for periods of time. 


The downward change in quota began to have the desired 
effect on the product being made available for CEMA’s Product 
Removal Program. In July, the levy for this purpose which had 
been raised up to 4.5¢ in 1977, in the face of very substantial 
excess supplies, was lowered by 1¢, July 1, 1978, and as 
conditions improved, by another 12¢ effective December 1, 1978, 
and a final %¢ on February 11, 1979. The delays involved in 
processing levy changes led to the accumulation of very 
substantial reserves in the hands of the Agency. This situation 
was complicated by non-payment of levies to the extent of more 
than $3 million by the Ontario and Quebec Boards. Nevertheless, 
the balance in the Product Removal Program fund at year end 
was $5 million. In the Administration fund, monies accumulated 
to meet further promotion and research needs were drawn down 
sharply owing to non-payment of levies. Some $1.1 million was 
unavailable to the Agency and net funds in the administration 
accounts totalled only $1.3 million, a fraction of outstanding 
commitments. It is imperative that this financial situation be 
resolved in the near future, if the Agency is to continue to 
function effectively. 

During 1978 the Agency has continued to place a high 
priority on the public’s improved knowledge of the positive 
contributions by the Agency to the public welfare. The Agency 
has sponsored a competition with the Provincial Boards and the 
“Chef de Cuisine” Organization. A Public Relations firms was 
engaged at mid-year to develop communications programs of 
this nature and to make the consumers aware of the latest 
research results on cholesterol and health. A program of press 
releases and tapes to the media was initiated; interviews with 
Agency officials and Directors were arranged; mailings to 
Canadian physicians have been developed and a continuing 
dialogue with nutritionists and doctors has been initiated. It is 
investigating a program designed to associate the Agency with 
physical fitness and health, and proceeding ina way likely to lead 
to the achievement of the Agency’s marketing objectives. 

The final details of the Management Information System 
have been completed in collaboration with the Provinces. The 
Agency awaits the results of a study by the Canadian Egg 


Producers Council on research priorities. The Egg Quality 
Assurance Committee of the Agency is proceeding with educa- 
tional and organizational efforts, and contracted a research 
project to identify the public perception of quality. The Agency 
participated in the World Poultry Congress as members of the 
International Egg Commission, and, in collaboration with the 
Department of Industry, Trade & Commerce, established a booth 
at the Congress aimed at developing overseas contacts with a 
view to increased export opportunities. 

The continued existence of the Agency and its effective 
operation in the interests of Canadian egg producers and the 
general public is founded on the general support of its Provincial 
participants. They have exhibited a willingness to share their 
authorities and jurisdictions with the National Agency. The 
Agency is probably less secure in this respect than it was a year 
ago. The decisions to be made in 1979 will be crucial to ensure a 
continued contribution. 

| would like to express my appreciation for the cooperation 
which the Agency has received from the various Government 
Agencies without whom we could not successfully carry out our 
functions. In this regard, | would like to mention particularly Mr. 
J. Morrison of CDA, Mr. A. Anderson of IT&C, and Mr. A. 
LeVasseur of the NFPMC. | would also like to express my 
appreciation to the Managers and staff of the Provincial Boards 
with whom we collaborated, in implementing the National 
Markting Plan. | must, of course, mention the Directors of the 
Agency, and the Chairmen of the Provincial Boards, who have 
been so cooperative in permitting us to fulfill our responsibilities 
to them. | must also mention officials of the trade and industry, 
with particular reference to Mr. Don McKenzie of the CPEPC, Mr. 
Dick Clemis and Mr. Bob Murdoch of the CEPC, Mr. Dave Kirk of 
the CEPC and the CFA, and Mr. Bob Feldman, the Chairman of 
our Consultative Committee. Finally, | would like to express my 
appreciation to the staff of the Agency who, | believe, have served 
the Canadian egg producers faithfully and well.

Administrative Report 
Control Systems 


Layer Inventories 


With the introduction of a quota cut January 1st and the 
change in definition of layer age from 24 to 20 weeks effective 
February 1st, the Control department, out of necessity to ensure 
compliance with the terms of the Federal-Provincial Agreement, 
conducted a number of provincial hen counts during 1978. As a 
result, approximately 75% of all regulated producers in the 
country were counted. 

In a number of cases, these counts resulted in the 
assessment of penalties where provinces were found to possess 
layers in excess of that allowed by the N.F.P.M.C. On the basis of 
$1.00 per bird, approximately $459,000.00 in penalties have been 
assessed to date. It is expected that this figure will increase 
substantially by the time the final audit has been completed. 

Following is a summary of the audit results of hen counts 
completed during 1978.

Supply Management Information System 


While provincial bird counts are acceptable to allas ameans 
of flock verification, they by no means solve all of the problems 
associated with inventory control. For this reason, the develop- 
ment of the “Supply Management Information System” project 
continued during the year. The aim of the project, which has not 
changed since its inception, is the design and implementation of 
a co-ordinated CEMA-Provincial monitoring and information 
system to facilitate better management of supply at both the 
provincial and national levels. 

Again this year, methods of implementing the system were 
modified in some provinces. New producer reporting forms were 
introduced in British Columbia, Manitoba, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island. These reports not only gather data relating 
to current laying flocks, but also pullets on the farm and 
additional flocks on order. As well, information is received on 
actual and estimated flock disposals. The changes in these forms 
were a direct result of input by the board managers. 
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Also during the year,the province of Alberta introduced a 
Pullet Purchase Permit system which will supply valuable data 
for flock monitoring purposes. 

The means for processing and analyzing collected data was 
also enhanced during this period. A new on-line computer 
system made it possible to provide valuable new management 
reports such as provincial layer inventory projections, layer- 
production comparisons and the arrival and disposal of indi- 
vidual laying flocks. The new system, along with examples of the 
reports it will generate, was demonstrated to the provincial board 
managers at a meeting in Quebec City in October. It was also 
emphasized at this time that because the management reports 
obtained from the system are dependant on the accuracy and 
timeliness of the information remitted to the boards, the overall 
success of the system is dependant on the co-operation of each 
producer. 

During 1979, design and implementation of the system will 
continue with additional management reports available to all 
levels of the industry. 


Interprovincial Licensing System 


Under the Canadian Egg Licensing Regulations all dealers in 
Interprovincial trade are required to be licenced by CEMA. 
Between May 1, 1978 and December 31, 1978, CEMA received 
approximately 300 applications for licences, all of which were 
approved by the Agency’s Directors. As in the previous year, 
approximately 1/3 of all licences went to dealers in Ontario and 
Quebec. The total declared movement of eggs from provinces 
was estimated to be 3,614,582 boxes of which 1,501,237 boxes 
was surplus movement; this represents 41.53% of all eggs 
shipped in 1978. This can be broken down to 1,056,977 surplus 
boxes moved in the first half of the year and 444,260 boxes in the 
second half (70% and 30% of the total surplus moved re- 
spectively). 

The largest exporter of product during 1978 was Ontario 
(1,322,773 boxes) while Quebec was the largest importer 
(1,118,137 boxes). 


Legal Proceedings by, Francois Lemieux CEMA Solicitor 


With respect to legal developments in 1978, such develop- 
ments represented a consolidation of and adjustments to gains 
won, in the past, and particularly since the decision of the 
Supreme Court of Canada on January 19th, 1978 in the matter of 
the Egg Reference. 

The Supreme Court of Canada’s decision upheld the validity 
of the legislative and regulatory cornerstones of the compre- 
hensive federal-provincial agreement on eggs. 

Some adjustments to the agreement were required to 
emphasize the underlying principle of federal-provincial co- 
operation which must prevail in the regulation of the marketing of 
agricultural products in Canada. 

The adjustments to the Supreme Court of Canada’s decision 
consisted in several provinces of enacting or proposing to enact 
legislation which would authorize provincial commodity boards 
to impose levies to finance provincial marketing plans and to 
validate to the extent required levies previously imposed. Those 
adjustments also led to the development of a supplementary 
federal-provincial agreement on eggs whereby the element of 
co-operation and co-ordination between CEMA and the pro- 
vincial commodity boards was re-emphasized and strengthened. 

The consolidation of previous gains, including those arising 
out of the Supreme Court of Canada, is demonstrated by the fact 


that there have been no new legal challenges, at this time, either 
to CEMA’s structure or to the manner in which CEMA conducts 
its operations within that framework. 

The consolidation has led to one large Ontario producer 
becoming in good standing with CEMA by the full payment of 
outstanding levies. By becoming in good standing he applied for 
and was granted an interprovincial licence to market eggs in 
other provinces. 

The consolidtion also has resulted in the fact that, at the 
present time, current levies are being paid unconditionally to 
CEMA by the vast majority of producers in Canada including two 
remaining large producers: one in Ontario, the other in Quebec, 
whose dispute with the Agency is not with the present but with 
the past. 

For some other producers, however, mainly small producer- 
graders, their resistance to orderly marketing continues un- 
abated by withholding levies although their numbers are 
dwindling and thus, by themselves, no longer represent a serious 
threat to the viability of system. 

The challenge to the scope of CEMA’s levies, unaided by 
legislative retroactivity, has led to two different judgments in 
1978 by the Superior Court in Quebec: one in CEMA’s favour, the 
other against. The issue will be resolved by the Quebec Court of 
Appeal in the first half of this year although the underlying legal 
point may be rendered academic by the Quebec National 
Assembly through legislation validating CEMA levels to the 
extent required, if any. 

The consolidation of the system requires that past levies still 
outstanding be collected. As mentioned above, the collection of 
past levies remains an issue with some producers in Ontario and 
Quebec notwithstanding the passage in Ontario and the 
proposed passing in Quebec of validating legislation. Legal 
actions have been instituted in respect of outstanding levies and 
it is hoped that, in the next annual report, CEMA will be able to 


indicate that the legal consolidation of the system has been 


finally achieved.

Marketing System 


As we look back over the last three annual reports it is 
amazing how different our problems are and yet how similar. 
Surplus last year was one of the highest and yet shortages of 
certain grade sizes during the last few months of 1978 was one of 
the most acute. Imports were well in excess of 450,000 boxes and 
yet we exported in excess of 550,000 boxes. 


It is very difficult to pinpoint the exact cause of our 
production cycle problems, but the lowest production during the 
entire year occurred during the highest demand. 


You will have read how consumption has increased steadily 
and by the time this goes to press an Increase in quotas will have 
been effected. 3% increase could mean an annual increase of up 
to 600,000 boxes of eggs into the system. 


Surplus remains down from that of early 1978 and produc- 
tion through January is about 2%% below January of 1977. 


We again enjoyed markets throughout the world in 1978 and 
will continue to explore all these marketing opportunities. 


Transportation has continued to improve as truckers and 
shippers continue to gain more experience and expertise. During 
the year, we have had as many as 60 trucks moving in a week, 
being loaded, in transit or being received. 


Surplus declarations have improved tremendously and 
except for some minor adjustments, seem to be working well. 


The stability of prices through central pricing is something 
every producer can be proud of. Productivity continues to 
improve and | am sure quality has also improved to benefit 
Canadian Consumers. 


Producer communications with their provincial boards 
should continue so that everyone can benefit. Flock timing may 
be an area to zero in on, so that numbers and sizes of eggs are 
more available at times of heavy market requirements. 


Processor meetings were held throughout the year and the 
understanding between the Agency and the processor has 
continued to improve. 


C.D.A. liaison has been extremely good and we wish to thank 
them for both their past and future co-operation.

During the past year, continued progress was made in egg 
promotion through diversification of existing successful pro- 
grams and incorporation of various new consumer awareness 
programs. 


Cholesterol Education Program 


Monitoring of recent research developments published in 
the medical literature continued. To communicate this informa- 
tion to health professionals, an advertisement has been prepared 
for publication in medical journals, along with three cholesterol 
information sheets for distribution. 

Through Infoplan International, a comprehensive public 
relations program was created to counteract prevailing negative 
perceptions in the public mind regarding egg consumption and 
cholesterol, and to underline the place of eggs in the balanced 
diet of every healthy Canadian. All Canadian medical schools 
have been contacted, and provided with copies of the Chol- 
esterol Information sheets. 

Participation as an exhibitor at the annual convention of the 
Canadian Dietetic Association (and Canadian Home Economics 
Association in July) provided an opportunity to discuss this 
information with professionals who influence public opinion. 
Indications were that the cholesterol file presented was well 
appreciated. 
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Foodservice Program 


The theme “Egg Your Profits On” was developed into a 
brochure, which included cost analyses of the egg items featured 
the previous year. In addition, acard of poaching was developed 
and the fruit-nog case histories updated. This literature has been 
used at regional foodservice shows in British Columbia, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, and will also be used in Alberta 
and Manitoba this fall. 

This information was communicated to foodservice opera- 
tors as well at HostEx ’78, the national trade show of the Canadian 
Restaurant and Foodservices Association. At HostEx, emphasis 
was on building ideas to come up with something useful for each 
restauranteur. The scope of CEMA’s material made it possible to 
come up with something for everyone. 

The “Egg Your Profits On” brochure, together with a 
breakfast reprint from FS & H Magazine were collated and sent to 
27,500 restauranteurs nationally. 


Consumer Information 


A variety of programs, including a blender/egg leaflet 
currently in progress will be distributed to manufacturers for 
packing in blenders at the factory. It is expected these leaflets will 
be used by provincial boards for in-store demonstrations, and 
distribution at fairs and cook schools. 

The monthly press release program begun in 1977 has 
continued. Results have shown substantial pickup and exposure 
throughout the year. 

A new leaflet “Egg Your Menus On” was printed for 
distribution both provincially and nationally by a variety of 
means. 

In-store demonstrations have been conducted in conjunc- 
tion with the 1978 Summer promotion campaign on a cost- 
sharing basis with the provincial boards. For this purpose, 
handout cards were developed on the theme “Get an extra dozen 
eggs and hard-cook them. They are handy for...” 

The microwave project was taken to the final stages of 
production. A 32-page booklet and inexpensive leaflet were 
produced. Distribution arrangements have been made with the 
microwave manufacturers. In many cases, the booklet will be 
packed directly into the ovens; in others, it will be used in cooking 
classes. Total distribution (French and English) is 105,374 
booklets and 172,800 leaflets. 


Education 


Because many schools teach only the metric system, a 
teaching handbook of metric recipes and egg information is 
being prepared. This book, which will include recipes for a wide 
range of items (written specifically for the inexperienced cook), 
will be available soon. It will be promoted by the provincial 
boards in their regular communication with schools and by 
CEMA at the CHEA convention, etc. It is anticipated that there 
will be a strong response as there is currently very little metric 
resource material available. 

A teachers’ kit, originally prepared by B.C. and P.E.I. is 
being, at their request, completed as a national project. 


Promotion Workshop 


The promotion workshop, held in February, included 
sessions on creative program planning, effective communica- 
tion, professionalism and fielding difficult questions. A number 
of specific promotion programs were discussed, among them the 
summer radio promotions, in-store demonstrations, metric, 
foodservice and microwave. The provincial promotion personnel 
attending were very enthusiastic in their response. 

A second workshop was held in November under the theme 
“Building Together”. The agenda included two keynote speak- 
ers, Mr. Jerome Gillman, Liaison Officer from N.C.E.N. in N.Y. 
and Mr. Frank Warnock, Chief Executive Officer from M. Loeb. 
Mr. Gillman’s Cholesterol presentation was picked up by CP wire 
and national press coverage was given. A successful session on 
evaluation of the 1978 Summer promotion and planning for the 
1979 promotion was held. 


Communication Within the Industry 


Close communication has been maintained with provincial 
promotion personnel and a great many ideas have been 
exchanged and shared from coast to coast.

With the recognition in 1978 of the separate functions of 
Accounting Services, Management Information Systems began 
the final steps toward building a strong information system. The 
original development was in co-operation with the Nova Scotia 
Board. Based on the results of that development and further 
analysis, a system was designed and built on |.P. Sharp 
Associates computer service. That system is now running the 
Manitoba production data at a savings of 6-7 person days per 
month. 

This implementation phase was followed by the evaluation of 
a CEMA computer, in terms of computer equipment, programs 
and system design. A new, larger computer was ordered for 
delivery at the beginning of 1979. With ‘Datapac’ communi- 
cations system to improve speed and availability of information 
between CEMA and the provincial boards. 

The information system has been logically restructured into 
twelve modules. The first three modules (Identification, Supply 
Management Information System (SMIS), and Production) were 
presented to Board Managers at Quebec City in October. The 
other modules are divided between industry data and CEMA 
support functions. With the system’s emphasis on data retrieval 
and analysis, the level of service to CEMA and the provincial 
boards will increase dramatically during 1979.

The year 1978 has also witnessed the stabilization and 
maintenance of the operation of the cost of production pricing 
process. Some indices have been discontinued and been 
replaced with the appropriate series. This work continues in 
close collaboration between ourselves, the NFPMC and other 
government Agencies, as well as P.S. Ross. The end of 1978 
marked the elimination of A.I.B. restraints. Preparations are 
being made for the 1979 update of the formula. 

The provincial boards have become more involved in the 
computation of COP formula, and many are now able to 
duplicate the calculations themselves. Each Board is now 
receiving survey data for their province on pullet costs, delivery 
of feed and interest rates. The Boards also receive the feed 
reports for all provinces. 

The excellent work and continuing contribution of Robert 
Hicks and Iris Courtis in the implementation of these programs 
should be well recognized by the industry.

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Accounting Services 


During 1978, continued progress was made towards the 
Standardization of accounting procedures between Provincial 
Boards and the Agency. Touche Ross & Co., the Agency’s audit 
firm along with Agency staff, have interviewed all Provincial 
Board managers and their accounting staff and documented the 
systems and procedures now in place. A draft of these pro- 
cedures were sent to each Provincial Board in September for 
their verification and accuracy. A majority of the boards have 
replied or supplied additional information or corrections to the 
initial draft. In turn, they will be inserted, and a final draft will be 
prepared and sent out in the early part of 1979, with implementa- 
tion to take effect shortly after. 

A new financial reporting system will also take effect in 1979, 
with the issuing of quarterly financial statements with compara- 
tive figures from 1978. These statements will give C.E.M.A.’s 
Directors and staff a more updated comparative financial 
position of the Agency. Along with this new financial reporting 
system, an extensive review of the reporting system now being 
used and prepared by the Agency staff will be carried out to 
improve the information flow to all concerned in the weekly 
activities of the Agency.

1979 could be regarded as the year of forward thought at the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. In attempting to arrive at a parallel 
levy system in all provinces, we find some provinces having a great 
deal of difficulty at the provincial legislative level attaining this end. It 
seems to be increasingly difficult in our day and age to keep things at 
a simple and easy to administer level. Are we approaching complexi- 
ties that would make it next to impossible to sensibly operate an 
effective Agency? 


With a great deal of consternation on the part of myself and the 
Board of Directors, the Chairman, Mr. Murray McBride saw fit to 
resign in early October saying that it had become difficult to act as a 
full-fledged Board member. As Vice Chairman | have filled this posi- 
tion from that date as your Acting Chairman. At year end | am still 
here and it would seem, will continue until at least after the February 
18th election when a new government will be elected and the Minister 
of Agriculture can make an appointment. | personally find this ex- 


ceedingly frustrating and must say that this further strengthens the 
argument that the Board of Directors should elect their own chairman 
from within their directorship. This of course would not preclude the 
Minister from making his appointment for the twelfth member of the 
Board. 


We found ourselves at year end, 1978, with a great deal of 
money accumulated in the Surplus Removal Fund. With the tightness 
of supply throughout the greater part of 1979 we were not called upon 
to remove excessive surplus to table requirements, with the result 
that the Fund was not reduced as we thought it might have been. On 
account of the high leve! of the Fund, the National Farm Products 
Marketing Council called upon the Agency to lower the consumer 
levy at the end of 1979 and to review and clarify uses for the Fund in 
the future. This seems to be a sensible and reasonable move but 
care must be taken that the Board will still have the right and the 
responsibility to run the business of the Agency as | would hope we 
are still regarded as the producers’ business. At the same time as | 
say this, we always have been and always will be cognizant of the 
consumer interest as they are our customer. | believe no one really 
need worry because farmers as a whole, are one of the greatest con- 
sumer groups in Canada, and thus very sensitive to consumer inte- 
rests, when we consider their purchases of production inputs of 
everyday needs. 


The Executive of the Board met on a few occasions during 1979. 
The Chairman met throughout the year with the Chair of the National 
Farm Products Marketing Council and the Executive. | feel that a 
much better relationship has developed and | sincerely wish this to 
continue. Without such frank discussions on an ongoing basis, good 
understanding of the problems encountered just does not develop. It 
is my hope that this rapport will continue and that our respective 
doors will not be closed to one another. Support of the Council in our 
endeavours must be evident and without discussions to express our 
views, we cannot expect their respect. 


At year end we have been charged with investigating and deve- 
loping a program regarding differentials between provinces. We are 
pleased to have been asked by the Signatories to do this, but must 
remind all involved that we are charged only with the producers’ price 
level and the need to move eggs interprovincially. | do not feel that we 
should get into wholesale pricing of eggs and this we must carefully 
guard against. By no means can | foresee an easy solution to the 
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differential pricing province to province, but hopefully an agreed upon 
answer can be found at the Signatories meeting in March of 1980. 


It is still my contention that within acceptable to all guidelines, 
the Agency should be entitled to operate and make its own decisions 
taking into account the welfare of both producers and consumers. 
| believe that the National Farm Products Marketing Council certainly 
has the prerogative to monitor and oversee the operations of the 
Agency and through this medium the public interest should be well 
served, as | am sure it is. Our greatest challenge ahead, | believe, 
is to maintain the right of the producer to produce in the Canadian 
context at a reasonable profit. Forces abroad in this great nation 
certainly would like us to lose this right. We must always remember 
where our origins are and the problems we have strived to eliminate, 
we must never let ourselves become complacent in our endeavours 
as our heirs certainly deserve as much as we started with and, if 
possible, something a little better.

Report of Board Activities 


In its seventh year of progress the CEMA Board would wish to 
report another successful year of accomplishments. While in most 
cases this is true, there have been disappointments and setbacks. 


One great disappointment of the Board’s has been the need to 
reduce our financial reserve by means that are not agreed to by all 
of the Directors, even though they did finally pass the motion to firstly 
create a two account system; that is a Consumer Subsidy Account 
and Producers Surplus Removal Account and secondly, a Research 
Fund Account that will be used for research in the Canadian egg 
industry. While this in itself is not entirely bad, it is the producers’ 
contention, and rightly so, that it is their own money paid from their 
“reasonable return” over time. It is hard to understand why these 
monies could not remain as a contingency if and when we do produce 
more than the Canadian market can consume for a limited period 
of time. Producers remember all too well the time they spent paying 
off a huge bank debt, plus interest. 


Of deep concern to the Board is the pressure being exerted (over 
a considerable length of time by various segments of the economy) 
on the Cost of Production formula. This pressure finally did in 1979 
culminate in a Signatories meeting being called for the express 
purpose of discussing the provincial differentials used to establish 
producer prices at the provincial level. We noted at this meeting that 
there seemed to be general agreement to the continued use of 
published freight rates to establish differentials and that differentials 
should continue to exist. In spite of this agreement a minority 
disagreement did exist and thence CEMA was called upon to form 
a committee to study the question and report to a further meeting 
of Signatories in March. We are certainly not averse to either 
establishing a committee, which we have done, nor studying the 
question which we must point out we have had our staff do over a 
long period of time in the past. There is no doubt that nothing ever 
remains the same and we are always open to change, so long as 
change does not erode the relative position of producers in any 
province in Canada. We felt that we had presented adequate argu- 
ment and proof at the meeting that the differentials were still the only 
way that the reasonable and “cheapest” interprovincial movement 
of eggs could be maintained in Canada. Our real overriding concern 
in this regard would have to be: are we being forced to swiftly go 
to provincial self-sufficiency in eggs and if so what happens to the 
producers who have, over a long period of time, established them- 
selves to supply eggs to the Canadian consumer over provincial 


boundaries? Are we to ask the farm community to alter their produc- 
tion pattern because they live more than a given distance from a 
certain market place or urban population density? Are we to require 
primary producers to establish themselves today close to an urban 
area, at great cost, who then in the foreseeable future, will be forced 
to move again as the urban sprawl continues? It is our belief that 
many long term future considerations must be taken into account 
when asking for change in the primary production pattern that exists 
at any given time. We must assure all, however, that we are not 
shirking our responsibility and that we will continue to do our utmost 
to satisfy all users as well as producers within our given parameters 
that things are right and proper. 


During 1979, we have, as the complete report will show, had 
some relatively tight periods of supply for both the table and further 
processors markets. The Directors have continually been concerned 
about this and to try to alleviate these problems, quotas have been 
increased on a staged basis throughout the year as follows: March 
1 — 3%, April 30 — 2%, December 2 — 3%. It is our belief that any 
quota increases should be staged in this manner so that we do not 
get surpluses at any given time that would prove to be unmanage- 
able. We do however feel that in the first quarter of 1980 surpluses 
will be relatively heavy. This of course must be considered as 
necessary to be able to supply the market later in the year when we 
believe demand will and usually does increase. 


In the latter half of the year under review, the Board undertook 
to clarify the:criteria to be used in Allocation of Quota Beyond 100%, 
as set out in the Federal-Provincial Agreement. Two 2-day sessions 
have been held at year end with three representatives from each 
province attending. These meetings are structured by a private 
consultant and chaired by him and we are pleased to report that they 
have gone well and strides have been made towards reaching a final 
concensus on reasonably agreeable measurements to be used in 
allocation at the next meeting scheduled for the early part of the new 
year. We are not suggesting it will be easy but it would be hoped 
by the Board that decisions could be kept out of the political arena 
and made by producers for the benefit of producers. 


The Board has further discussed the desirability to look for a long 
term off-shore market that would allow producers in all provinces to 
produce at closer to full capacity. To this end we have authorized 
management to investigate the feasibility of such a market and all 
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its ramifications. At year end we have progressed to the point where 
we are hoping for a trial shipment of some volume in early 1980 to 
such a market. We would hope this trial shipment to be successful 
and finally culminate in a long term contract. It is our feeling that with 
production facilities at a relative level of 100% costs of production 
may marginally decrease and of course such a saving will automa- 
tically be passed on to the Canadian consumer. Let us assure all, 
that if this does develop we do not intend in any way to short any 
part of the Canadian market. 


The Board has seen fit once again to be represented at major 
international meetings. Mr. Phil Eldridge was again our official repre- 
sentative at the International Egg Commission and continued his 
work on our behalf on the Producer Committee attending those 
meetings throughout the year as well as the IEC general meeting in 
Garda, Italy during September of this year. At this meeting, 
Mr. Clemis of Canada was again returned as the IEC Vice-President. 
Our former Chairman, Mr. Murray McBride, and the General Man- 
ager, Mr. Max Roytenberg also attended the Garda meeting. In April, 
Mr. McBride travelled to France to present the IEC Golden Egg 
Award. Mr. Roytenberg went to South Africa in June to speak to egg 
organizations in that country and explain our supply management 
system. By all reports they were both well received. Indeed our 
representatives are held in high regard on the international scene. 
Thank you gentlemen for a job well done. 


Retirements continue to be with us year after year. To those 
people who have served on CEMA committees in the past year and 
have not returned we wish you well in the future and thank you for 
your participation. To Mr. McBride and Mr. Hyde our two appointed 
Directors thank you for your service to the industry. Mr. Hyde of 
course has in the past served as an elected director and we must 
say he will be missed a great deal for his overall viewpoints. 
Mr. McBride chose to resign in October to the surprise and disap- 
pointment of the Board. A long-time servant of New Brunswick 
producers and an original Board member, Mr. Harry Law will not 
return to us in 1980. Harry was one of those who originally helped 
to organize our parent body, the CEPC. He has been a stalwart 
producer supporter throughout the years. We could always depend 
on Harry for his sage advice in the darkest hours. We can only say 
that we extend our appreciation for his unselfish giving, for the benefit 
of Canadian egg producers. 


The Board takes this opportunity to thank all of the staff for their 
unstinting work on the Board’s behalf during the year. They are a 
great team to have working for us.

Report of the CEMA Cost of Production Committee 


The CEMA Cost of Production Committee met 5 times during 

1979. 
The members of the Committee are: 
David Kirk (Chairman)

Mr. Don Archibald, an original member of the Committee, 
resigned in 1979, and the Committee wishes to thank him for his con- 
tributions. 

1979 saw the taking of the third P.S. Ross Cost of Production 
Survey, based on 1978 producer records. The Committee began the 
process of working with P.S. Ross representatives on the survey 
methodology in the latter part of 1978 and continued into 1979. It also 
reviewed the results of the survey after these had been compiled. As 
was noted in the 1979 Report of the Committee, its role vis-a-vis 
P.S. Ross should be clear. It acts as a technical advisory group to 
P.S. Ross, which undertakes these surveys on the basis that they 
accept an independent responsibility for the accuracy and conceptual 
validity of the surveys. The Committee also reports to the CEMA 
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Board on its discussions, endeavouring to inform the Board on the 
one hand and on the other to inform itself of the Board’s views and 
concerns. 

The 1978 Cost update showed a net increase in industry effi- 
ciency, the principle productivity-improving factors being rate of lay 
and feed efficiency, offset in part by increased hours of work, particu- 
larly for general labour. 

The National Farm Products Marketing Council has undertaken 
extensive examination of the survey results, and has had discussions 
with CEMA on a number of technical matters related to them, discus- 
sions in which the Chairman of the Committee has participated. 
Some of these technical matters are however of real significance in 
their impact on producer prices. The Committee itself has reviewed 
these matters with P.S. Ross representatives. The discussions are 
ongoing and as a result the 1978 survey findings have not yet been 
incorporated into the Cost Survey which is used as the basis of pric- 
ing. 

There continues to be a strongly held view by most Committee 
and CEMA Board members that returns to tasks defined as 
“management” do not, at the industrial wage rate, adequately reflect 
returns to management skills, expertise and initiative. In 1980 CEMA 
proposes, at the request of the Committee, to have this question 
professionally examined for consideration of the Committee and of 
P.S. Ross.

Egg Quality Improvement Committee 


Visual activities of this Committee seemed to progress rather 
slowly at the beginning of 1979. This was due to the fact that we were 
busy examining the results of the Consumer Acceptance Survey that 
had been just completed. We spent some time in assessing the 
results and determining the best possible use of the information 
obtained. It became apparent that we must at this time concentrate 
on reducing the number of crax, breakers, dirts and stained eggs in 
the cartons as these were the main objections that were defined in 
the survey. 


To this end we endeavoured to accelerate our Public Relations 
Program between Provincial Boards, their field staff and the produ- 
cers with a view to making the producers more aware of approved 
management and sanitation practices as well as the economic 
advantages of improving egg quality at the farm level. 


This was augmented by personal visits to many of the provinces 
to ascertain first hand the extent of the problems if any, the corrective 
measures being taken, explaining other Provincial programs and 
offering any suggestions or assistance as may be requested or 
required. 


In addition we took part in a research seminar co-sponsored by 
CEMA and CEPC where we suggested two projects which could be 
added to the priority list for consideration by the research people. The 
first being a further study to improve shell strength, the second to 
research a way to more easily peel a hardcooked egg that had been 
previously oiled for added shell life. 


We also took part in a National Field Officer's Seminar where 
we had the opportunity to discuss Egg Quality Improvement with the 
people who have day to day contacts with the producers. This was 
a very worthwhile venture and it is our hope this type of meeting will 
become a regular occurrence. During the year we endeavoured to 
set up a communications liaison between ourselves, the Consumers 
Association and the Retail Council of Canada, but regret to inform 
you there has been very little progress along this line at the year end. 


Towards the end of the year, the Ontario Egg Producers Mar- 
keting Board adopted a policy to be implemented early in 1980 which 
in their view will do much to help us to attain our objectives. Our 
committee commends the Ontario Board for taking this initiative and 


we intend to monitor the results and implications of this program and 
its probable effects if used on a national basis. | am sure there will 
be much interest created and we are anticipating reporting to you 
on this subject at the next Annual Meeting.

A Report of the 20th Production and Marketing Conference held 
by the International Egg Commission in Garda, Italy, 
in September 1979 


Some 177 people attended the conference including new repre- 
sentation from Japan and Mexico. Canada was well represented by 
nine people. A total of 20 countries participated. 


The financial position of |.E.C. is undoubtedly handled in a very 
capable manner and is monitored by the Financial Controllers. 
However all costs are increasing at a steady pace, including the costs 
of the conferences. The increase in cost over income indicates a 
small but important decrease in cash reserves and suggests some 
adjustment in registration and membership fees must be considered. 


Statistics Committee 

This committee continues to do excellent work. Each year 
statistical information, relative to the egg industry, is provided by 
more countries. These statistics are documented and supplied to the 
membership through several publications — The Market Reviews, 
Statistical Bulletins, Chick Placement Bulletins and The Summary of 
Egg Marketing Intelligence Measures. Mrs. Sue Richardson chairs 
and is Honorary Statistician of this committee. 


International Trade 

Although only 3% of eggs and egg products move in interna- 
tional trade, it is still an important factor in our business. Because 
of the diverse and intense nature of national trade barriers, it is 
probable that the committee will only serve as a forum for the 
exchange of ideas and an attempt to equalize existing standards for 
grades and quality. Mike Todd from Australia chairs this committee. 


Producers Committee 

A representative of each member country sits on this committee. 
(The undersigned represents Canada). A report is provided by each 
member. These reports indicate that during the past year most of the 
member countries lost money at the producer level due to over 
production. Cut-backs in production are anticipated in all countries 
except Canada, Australia, U.S.A., Finland, Netherlands, Sweden and 
France. In Finland and Sweden new legislation controls production, 
New Zealand is limiting production, South Africa is reintroducing 
production control while Israel is abandoning theirs. Most countries 
are experiencing fewer and larger production units. They also expect 
more monetary relief from the production cut-backs, but this is 
tempered by concern over increased costs in food and heating fuels. 
The two pertinent topics of discussion within this committee were 
supply management and the animal welfare lobbys. Animal welfare 
lobbys are of increasing concern in many countries, especially 
Switzerland. It is reported that these groups are becoming very 
strong, the implications of increased costs are being ignored, many 
governments are being easily impressed by so called consumer 
groups and in some areas legal challenges are imminent. Mike 
Weller of the U.K. chairs this committee. 


Shell Egg Committee 

This committee is chaired by Mr. E. Adams of Germany. The 
primary concern is to achieve a universal use of metric weights and 
quality grades. It was noted that most of the countries in the Middle 
East now trade in metric weights and it is hoped both Canada and 
the U.S.A. will soon adopt the same measurements. 


Consumption and Publicity/Health and Nutrition Committee 
As Dick Clemis chairs this committee, at his request | presented 
the report for Canada. Other comprehensive reports were received 
from the U.S.A., Australia, Switzerland and Great Britain. Some 
discussion centred around co-operative advertising i.e. bacon and 
eggs, breakfast foods and eggs, where considerable success has 
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been achieved by the U.S.A. and Great Britain. It was reported that 
double weighting in Scotland had achieved an increase in consump- 
tion of from 4 — 7% and they hope to continue the experiment 
throughout Great Britain. Success in combating the cholesterol issue 
was reported by Canada, U.S.A. and Switzerland. An extension of 
the display and exchange of promotion material at the meetings was 
strongly supported. The world-wide attention being devoted to health 
and nutrition suggests we should divide this committee and a propo- 
sal to this effect was adopted by the general meeting. The new 
committee will be called the World Nutrition and Human Health 
Committee. 


Perhaps the value of such a commodity group is best expressed 
by a quote from the International Federation of Agricultural Producers 
report made by Mrs. Saura from Finland. “At this conference I.F.A.P. 
expressed growing concern for the encroachment of national and 
international business giants who are threatening the independence 
of individual farmers, with large-scale integration in packing and 
marketing, and with multi-national companies controlling a high 
proportion of producer costs — e.g. feed, pharmaceuticals, breeding 
stock etc., meant that producers were not really operating in a free 
market at all. Ten companies ship more than 80% of grain shipped 
internationally. Real decision making was therefore in the hands of 
relatively few at the centre. The I.F.A.P. believes that commodity 
agreements are essential for the welfare of farmers, the world over, 
provided the agreements limit the powers of the multi-national con- 
cerns. |.F.A.P. points out that “it is the farmers who produce the 
poultry feed and the farmers who purchase it”. The value of any 
product rests in the market place. 


The growth of membership in the |.E.C., the contributions being 
made by Al Pope from the U.S.A., and those expected from Japan 
and Mexico, are welcome additions to this international group, which 
each year gains more acceptance and respect in the field of agricul- 
tural production and distribution.

This is the second year that CEMA has had an Audit Committee. 
During the first year Terms of Reference were not specified. 


At the first meeting of this committee held in Regina during July, 
the Terms of Reference for the committee were drafted. These were 
reviewed by the committee and referred to the Board of Directors of 
CEMA for approval. 


A second committee meeting was held in Toronto on August 20th. 
A proposed administrative budget was presented and studied by the 
committee in an effort to rationalize the effect of ever increasing costs 
on the administration levy of 1¢. There are costs, promotion in 
particular, that are relentlessly using up the surplus in the administra- 
tive account. There may come a time when it will be necessary to 
have a small levy for promotion. 


The final meeting of 1979 was held on December 10 in Ottawa. 
The committee met with Touche Ross & Co. to familiarize itself with 
the scope of auditing CEMA and review the procedures taken by 
Touche Ross & Co. to proceed with CEMA’s audit. 


The committee also recommended a change in the Agency’s 
cheque signing procedures to allow the Chairman of the Agency to 
sign cheques in the absence of the General Manager. The co- 
signature is to be provided by the Manager of Accounting Services 
or the Vice-Chairman, or in their absence, the Agency’s solicitors. 


The Audit committee will be meeting with the auditors to review 
the final draft of the 1979 audit. When it is complete the committee 
will be prepared to answer questions of the Board at the annual 
meeting.

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Report of the Consultative Committee 1979

At this meeting discussions and recommendations were made 
concerning the Canadian egg breaking industry, with a view to aiding 
that sector overcome its short supply situation. Further discussion 
and recommendations were made on the topic of quota allocation 
beyond 100%. 


The third meeting of the year took place in August where 
discussions centered mainly on the future of this committee and how 
it might best fulfill its consultative role within its Terms of Reference. 


During the course of 1979, the Consultative Committee found 
itself frustrated, in that its representatives did not feel that their 
combined knowledge and experience in the industry was fully 
utilized. All too often, topic matter was presented after the fact and 
in instances, this committee was not utilized at all. A review of the 
committee’s Terms of Reference was undertaken and the member- 
ship strengthened towards the goal of greater knowledgeable input 
to help the respective representatives to the consultative committee, 
and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency itself, function more effec- 
tively. 


Far from being a negative report on the 1979 activities, greater 
strength and desire to participate with the Agency will be felt by all 
in the forthcoming year. 


On behalf of this committee, | would like to thank all who 
participated with us in our discussions and especially commend the 
General Manager, Mr. Roytenberg for the time given us. Recognition 


and thanks are also in order to Cynthia Currie, who acted most ably 
as recording secretary.

Advertising Report 1979 


The year 1979 was another successful year for advertising and 
promotion, as eggs showed an increase in consumption of 5 — 8%. 
Although other factors, such as the high price of beef, had some 
bearing on this increase there can be no doubt our promotional 
efforts are responsible for most of it. We received awards for our 
1978 television commercials in both French and English. McCann- 
Erickson, our advertising agency in the Province of Quebec, received 
an award for the best television Food Advertisement in 1978, while 
Ogilvy & Mather received the Canadian television commercials 
Festival 1978, Award of Merit, in the Food Category for CEMA’s 
breakfast commercial. 


Research during 1978 showed that consumers had a very 
positive attitude toward the many benefits of eggs; with breakfast still 
being the most important meal, but a certain marked increase 
showed for other periods such as lunch, the evening meal and 
snacks. This indicated a need to direct attention, through our adver- 
tising, to a wide variety of appetizing dishes which could be prepared 
easily and quickly for other occasions. 


There is a seasonal decline in the demand for eggs during the 
summer months, therefore in 1979 a co-operative Summer Promo- 
tion Program was established with the provincial boards. It was a 
cost-sharing project wherein the provincial managers and promo- 
tional people were involved with the planning and operation. This was 
a pilot project which met with sufficient success to suggest it should 
become an annual one. Plans are being made for a repeat in 1980. 
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A report on your Agency’s efforts to increase the demand for our 
product would not be complete without some recognition of the 
promotional staff, at both the Agency and board levels, who devote 
their time and abilities to this task. They work at many levels including 
schools, women’s groups, radio, country fairs and shopping malls. 
Once or twice a year they meet together at a workshop, to develop 
and exchange ideas, recipes, pamphlets and posters, etc. Their 
contribution to our program is a valuable one. 


Plans for the 1980 season were finalized during the fall months 
of 1979. We will use all available media to promote our product. In 
Quebec the traditional theme of “Je repars en oeuf” will be continued, 
as will the emphasis on product use through the new English media. 
The new theme will be “Eggsinstead” with four new 1980 commer- 
cials aimed at the use of eggs for breakfast, lunch, dinner and 
throughout the summer. The “Get Cracking” signature will be 
retained as it has now gained national recognition. 


Costs were up again this year, but we are now well established 
in the advertising field, and we look forward with confidence to 
another successful year and an increased penetration into the food 
market.

Ms. Walter has saved the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency an 
estimated $13,000 this year after investigating federal and provincial sales tax regu- 
lations. On her own initiative, Ms. Walter submitted several CEMA publications to 
government authorities and obtained tax exemptions on printing charges which will 
result in future savings to the Agency.

Ms. Woffenden’s efforts are expected to 
result in further cost reductions in the future.

Annual Report 1979 


The year 1979 marked an important turning point for the Cana- 
dian Egg Marketing Agency. In this year a strongly buoyant demand 
brought a positive change in the trend of egg disappearance in 
Canada. The efforts of the Agency and provincial marketing boards, 
through advertising and promotion, together with relatively lower 
prices for eggs compared with other protein foodstuff, led to substan- 
tial demand growth. This development has had many ramifications 
for CEMA’s operations. 


In contrast with the downward adjustments in supplies that had 
been required in the past, the Agency was able to turn its focus to 
expanding the production plant. This led to quota increases early in 
1979; 3% at the beginning of March and an additional 2% at the end 


of April and finally as this strong trend continued, a further 3% at the 
beginning of December. The anticipated need to market eggs for 
further processing on a low-price auction basis was avoided. The 
additional producer levies which had been put into place to ensure 
available financial resources for anticipated heavy surplus and export 
abroad were eliminated. The last of these levies, '/2¢, was terminated 
on February 11, 1979. Meanwhile, the delays involved in processing 
levy changes both in 1978 and 1979 led to the accumulation of 
substantial reserves in the hands of the Agency. This situation has 
been complicated by non-payment of levies to the extent of and in 
excess of almost $5 million by the Ontario and Quebec boards. The 
result has been that theoretical balances in the Surplus Removal 
Fund grew from about $5 million to almost $9 million by the end of 
1979. After monies owing are paid, actual sums available to the 
Agency at year end are expected to be in the neighbourhood of $8.5 
million. This had not yet occurred by the end of the calendar year. 


After discussions with the National Farm Products Marketing 
Council it was agreed that a significant adjustment was required in 
the Surplus Removal Fund. Arguments were presented that producer 
monies for export purposes should be segregated from the con- 
sumer subsidy monies, included in the pricing formula. Further, it was 
argued that consumers should share in the reserves, some of which 
resulted from monies available from within the pricing formula. As a 
consequence, the levy in the formula was reduced from 2.5¢ to 1.5¢ 
during the period of September 13, 1979 to January 15, 1980. In 
addition the Directors of the Agency agreed with the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council that available funds on December 31, 
1979 excluding monies not accessible to the Agency, be divided 
between two accounts; a consumer subsidy account and a producer 
account, to be maintained within the Surplus Removal Fund hence- 
forth. This division was to occur after any funds over $6 million were 
set aside for a research fund to finance scientific investigations and 
related research into the Canadian egg industry. The purpose of this 
fund is, of course, to seek the expansion of the Canadian egg 
industry and its continuing improvement for the benefit of producers 
and ultimately consumers. Included in this proposal was the estab- 
lishment of a research committee, including representatives from 
government and industry, and the establishment of an Advisory 
Committee of scientists to guide the research committee in their 
deliberations. These developments mark the further development of 
the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency as an important Canadian 
institution both in the agricultural and the wider community. 
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Other institutional developments of note included a planning 
session for the Canadian egg industry whereby the Directors of the 
Agency invited representatives from each province to participate in 
a Goal Setting Seminar. The purpose was to develop directions for 
the industry which the Agency could consider. Direction was given 
for expanded production and consumption, development of a formula 
for Quota Allocation Beyond 100%, a mechanism for adjusting the 
National Marketing Plan, development of a comprehensive Public 
Relations Program, and a research program for the Canadian egg 
industry. This program has fueled developments such as the estab- 
lishment of the research fund, dispatching a mission to the Middle 
East to seek exports, the engagement of a full time Public Relations 
Officer, and investment in a study financed by the Agency to identify 
its accomplishments since establishment. As well, a series of ses- 
sions were implemented whereby Directors of the Agency and 
decision makers from each province identified and developed meas- 
urements for criteria for Quota Allocation Beyond 100%. 


During 1979 available supplies were in much greater balance 
relative to demand than in previous years. Consequently, surplus 
declarations were much more evenly balanced than in 1979. Surplus 
was lower than expectations in the first half of 1979 and higher than 
the 1978 experience in the latter half. Nevertheless there continued 
to be a substantial tightness in availability of “A” large eggs in the 
latter part of 1979. The holiday peak in demand, as measured by the 
Agency, appeared to be higher than in fact it probably was, as a 
consequence of the disappearance of substantial quantities of im- 
ported product, which re-appeared in the first weeks of 1980 as 
surplus. 


Disappearance in total for the year was about 5% greater in 
1979, reaching 6% higher disappearance, if egg product usage is 
included. Greater throughput in Canada totalled 24.3 million boxes, 
about 1% higher than a year earlier. Surplus declared to the Agency 
totalled 1.9 million boxes, about 8% of total throughput and about 
80% of the declarations of a year earlier. Nevertheless supplies to 
breakers were almost identical, at 1.7 million boxes, as in contrast 
with 1978, when 614,000 boxes were exported, in 1979 only 27,000 
boxes moved abroad. Deliveries to the table market from declared 
surplus were 119,000 boxes, compared to 94,000 boxes a year 
earlier. Total imports of shell eggs amounted to 762,000 boxes 
compared with 407,000 boxes in 1978. Approximately 100,000 boxes 


of these imports were shell eggs destined for further processing. All 
Canadian exports by the Agency were in further processed form. 
Imports of processed egg products equaled 3,960,000 Ibs. of liquid 
(compared with 606,000 Ibs. in 1978), 258,000 Ibs. of frozen eggs 
(compared with 74,000 Ibs. in 1978) and 723,000 Ibs. of dried eggs 
(compared with 205,000 Ibs. in 1978). Producer prices for 1979 
averaged 72.8¢ per dozen compared with 66.6¢ per dozen in 1978. 
The average on an “A” large basis was 79¢ in 1979 compared with 
72.7¢ for 1978. 


In 1979 an update study was conducted on Cost of Production 
for flocks of 10,000 — 50,000 birds in Canada during 1978. The 
results of this study, which was carried out by P.S. Ross & Partners, 
was made available to the National Farm Products Marketing Coun- 
cil. At year end the NFPMC was still evaluating the results of this 
study. 


The advertising program of the Agency was one of its major 
areas of significant activity with more than half of the administrative 
budget devoted to this market expansion effort. The attractive adver- 
tising in both French and English, coupled with strong promotional 
programs at the national and provincial levels appear to be having 
the desired effect. Advertising of an even more intrusive and aggres- 
sive nature was developed in 1979 for implementation in 1980. The 
program will seek to encourage further substitution of eggs and egg 
products for alternative sources of protein. 


Our international relations continued to be extended in 1979 
through our liaison with the International Egg Commission. It has 
become obvious that Canadian industry must defend itself on an 
international level as well as a national level. The increasing interest 
in the Canadian supply management system internationally, as 
evidenced by my trip to South Africa, and similar developments in 
other countries, can assist the Agency substantially in achieving 
acceptance and recognition. The results of the study undertaken by 
the Agency which traces the benefits of its operation to the general 
public, must be made available not only in Canada but abroad. 


The unfortunate controversy generated by the sudden departure 
of the former chairman has not assisted the Agency in its efforts. The 
regrettable questions raised about the operation of the Agency and 
the inquiry which the Board of Directors invited to dispel possible 
concern, have led to a confirmation of the soundness of the Agency’s 
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operation. The Board of Directors expressed their confidence in me 
personally by renewing the employment relationship | have had with 
the Agency for the last five years. | would like to express my 
appreciation for their confidence and support and | pledge to them 
my utmost efforts in performing my responsibilities. It goes without 
saying that we owe sincere thanks to all CEMA staff for their 
dedication and hard work during a very difficult year. We must also 
express our appreciation to the many officials of government without 
whose assistance the agency’s business could not have been suc- 
cessfully carried out. 


The challenges of 1979 make clear that producers will not retain 
the leadership in the market place which the Agency provides without 
continued vigilance and struggle. This will not be retained without the 
wholehearted support of all the Agency’s participants. Differences 
must be set aside and unity maintained to develop the success of 
the Agency in 1980 and in future years, for the benefit of Canadian 
€gg producers, and the general public.

Control Systems 
Provincial Inventories 


The department's primary responsibility during 1979, continued 
to be the effective monitoring of provincial layer inventories. As in 
the past, the provincial hen count proved to be the most practical 
means for checking inventories reported to the Agency by the 
boards. 


This year, CEMA conducted province-wide hen counts in British 
Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland. As well, spot check counts were conducted on a 
routine basis in all provinces throughout the year. In total, Agency 
staff counted approximately one half of all registered flocks in the 
country in 1979. 


The department is very pleased to report that, for the first time 
since 1975, it would seem that all ten provinces were able to remain 
within their respective quota allocations for the entire year. Subject 
to some last minute checking, 1979, should, therefore, be penalty 
free. The main reason for this is that provincial boards, for the most 
part, now deal with over-quota producers more effectively than in the 
past. 


The resulting reduction in over-quota birds has of course meant 
a reduction in total eggs supplied to the market. The need to increase 
quota to all provinces, on three separate occasions during 1979 can 
in part, be attributed to the loss of production from non-compliant 
producers, who in the past added to the production by housing 
over-quota birds. By continuing to limit uncontrolled production from 
over-quota birds, producers, through their boards and CEMA, will be 
in a much better position to plan for future increases in quota. 


Supply Management Information System 


A computerized Supply Management Information System 
(S.M.I.S.), long a goal of this department, is well on its way to 
successful implementation in many of the provincial board offices as 
well as at the national level.

The need for such a system is evident, given the size and 
complexity of our $400 million industry. Both producer representa- 
tives, as well as management, require the most up-to-date and 
accurate information available when making decisions which affect 
the livelihood of all producers. 


Since the inception of the S.M.I.S. project in 1975, it has 
progressed through various stages of development and is now 
operational in seven of the ten provinces. 


The year 1979, a crucial year for the project, saw the arrival of 
CEMA’s new computer equipment. This new system enabled the 
provincial boards to have their own terminals connected to the main 
computer in the CEMA office. In effect, this gave the provincial 
boards their own computer system at a very inexpensive cost. This 
facility allows for the entry of flock and production data and the 
printing of management type reports, right in the board office. To 
date, the provincial boards in British Columbia, Manitoba and Nova 
Scotia have on-line terminals and Saskatchewan is planning for an 
April 1980 implementation. The provinces of New Brunswick, Prince 
Edward Island and Newfoundland prefer to submit raw data to the

CEMA office where it is computer-processed and the resulting man- 
agement reports returned to the board office. 


A key element of the system is the ability to adjust to the 
ever-changing internal information needs of the provincial boards. 
Most note-worthy were the decisions of the Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island boards to change from the stamp method of levy 
collection to a method using marketing reports. These decisions 
necessitated major changes in the producer reporting forms and the 
processing of data in the board offices, in order to provide the 
required management reports. At this time, the necessary modifica- 
tions are in the process of being implemented. 


In general, it can be said that the types of management reports 
that will result from this system will allow both management and 
policy makers to act on potential problems rather than react to 
existing ones. 


For example, we would hope that provincial boards, by having 
advance information through computer projections, could avoid cost- 
ly over-quota penalty situations. Other reports, such as production 
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projections, layer-production comparisons, and the arrival and dispo- 
sal of individual laying flocks are now being utilized by the provincial 
boards. 


During 1980, it is expected that most if not all provinces, will be 
utilizing a computer Management Information System that will help 
them to better meet the needs of their producers and their industry. 


The foundation upon which this system is built both nationally 
and provincially, is information. It is therefore in the best interest of 
all producers, to continue to furnish the reports requested by their 
provincial boards as accurately and timely as possible. 


Interprovincial Licensing System 


Under the Canadian Egg Licensing Regulations all dealers in 
Interprovincial trade are required to be licensed by CEMA. Between 
May 1, 1979 and December 31, 1979, CEMA received approximately 
300 applications for licences, all of which were approved by the 
Agency’s Directors. As in the previous year, approximately 1/3 of all 
licences went to dealers in Ontario and Quebec. The total declared 
movement of eggs from provinces was estimated to be 3,242,009 
boxes of which 673,123 boxes was surplus movement; this repre- 
sents 20.76% of all eggs shipped in 1979. This can be broken down 
to 400,541 surplus boxes moved in the first half of the year and 
272,582 boxes in the second half (59.5% and 40.5% of the total 
surplus moved respectively). 


The largest exporter of product during 1979 was Ontario 
(1,431,116 boxes) while Quebec was the largest importer (1,504,931 
boxes). 


Legal Developments by Francois Lemieux, CEMA Solicitor 


The thrust of legal developments in 1979 for the Agency was 
a continuance in the process of consolidation which began following 
the Supreme Court of Canada’s decision of 19th of January, 1978 


in the Egg Reference. That process has led to a strengthening of 
the legal basis upon which the Agency operates and upon which 
federal-provincial co-operation is carried out in the implementation 
of the comprehensive agreement on egg marketing. 


In building a stronger legal foundation for the Agency, a signifi- 
cant feature in 1979 was the recognition of a diversity of approaches 
by participants in the plan and a willingness by the Agency to 
accommodate differing perspectives provided that the overall pur- 
poses and objectives of the Agency were met. The diversity of 
approach is illustrated, on the one hand, by the delegation granted 
by the Lieutenant Governor of Ontario, which authorizes the Agency 
to levy directly on producers who are engaged in intra-provincial 
trade and, on the other hand, by the Agency’s contract with FEDCO 
with respect to surplus removal of an intra-provincial nature. 


Since the Supreme Court of Canada’s decision in the Egg 
Reference which validated the legislative and regulatory structure 
under which CEMA operates, there have not been any challenges 
to the underpinnings of the Agency although, in Quebec and Ontario, 
there have been legal challenges to provincial legislation retroac- 
tively validating past CEMA levies and Fedco service fees. 


Levy collection continues to dominate legal proceedings in which 
the Agency is currently engaged. In Ontario, the Agency is involved 
in a test case with respect to levies imposed prior to June 19th, 1978 
before the Ontario Court of Appeal which involves the effect of 
Ontario legislation validating CEMA levies in that province. The 
Agency was largely successful in striking out a defence to the 
Agency’s claim for levies and, if it should be successful before the 
higher courts, the Agency anticipates that the collection of past 
CEMA levies in Ontario is no longer a problem. The legal proceed- 
ings referred to above, in Ontario, relate only to levies imposed by 
the Agency prior to June 19th, 1978. 


Efforts in Quebec, the only other province where the Agency and 
Fedco are involved in legal Proceedings with respect to levies and 
service fees have been delayed pending legislative action, now in 
place, by the National Assembly in Quebec. A major effort will be 
directed by the Agency and Fedco during 1980 in Quebec to resolve 
outstanding issues. The Agency’s involvement will be particularly 
significant in three appeals now before the Quebec Court of Appeal

In last year’s report, | had hoped to be able to report that the 
Agency had finally achieved a legal consolidation of the plan. That 
process is ninety percent complete and hopefully the remaining ten 
percent will take place in 1980. However, confirmation of that will 
have to await the 1980 annual report. 


Despite the remaining few problems, there can be no doubt that 
the Agency is now in a firmer position than ever before and my 
sincere hope is that on CEMA’s tenth anniversary (December 19th, 
1982) the Agency’s long sought goal will have been achieved.

Marketing System 


The year 1979 was a year of change. We were faced with extre- 
mely high surplus in early 1978, shortages in the fall, (particularly 
large sizes in Ontario), and a pattern which showed our grading 
station thruput at its lowest in December. Consumption seemed to 
grow by leaps and bounds, with beef prices skyrocketing, pork and 
poultry prices high and eggs, fortunately, at a price people could 
afford. Who could predict 1979? 


Production in 1979 by year’s end was 7.8% over the year previ- 
ous. Imports for table use over 250,000 boxes more than in 1978 with 


little or no exports of shell eggs. This indicated the need for increased 
production, and quotas were increased both in Spring and late Fall. 


Early 1980 indicates an apparent thruput increase of about 8% 
and with the normal consumption pattern fall, some increases in 
surplus have occurred. 


Transportation for 1979 is continuing to improve as is evident in 
our damage claim records: 1977 — 10%, 1978 — 41/2%, 1979 — 
2'/2%. This is the percentage of claims against loads moved, and is 
a tremendous improvement. Two meetings (now becoming annual 
affairs) were held with the transport companies at which loading 
patterns, claims incidence, handling methods and problem areas 
were discussed. These help us keep on top of the problems and 
prevent them. 


Surplus declarations have continued to improve and now eggs 
are generally all allocated within 24 hours of receiving the provincial 
declarations, i.e. province declares on Monday; eggs are all sold by 
Tuesday. 


Many processor meetings were held and as in all buyer-seller 
relationships, there are some differences of opinion. In most in- 
Stances they can be resolved and the relationship is much the better 
for discussion. 


The new box identification, i.e. Canada Grade A dyed, has been 
approved, and as ! understand, the situation just required a minis- 
terial signature to become official. However, this should not be a 
deterrent in starting a program as both C.E.M.A. and C.D.A. will 
recOgnize any and all dyed eggs in containers so marked. 

We again wish to thank C.D.A. for its co-operation and support.

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During 1979 the Promotion Department expanded, and as- 
sumed greater responsibility than in past years. The Cholesterol 
Education Program was transferred to the Public Relations Officer, 
thus enabling the Department to focus more attention on Consumer 
Education. 


Consumer Information 

Excellent results were achieved from our efforts to publicize 
literature, both booklets and pamphlets, in various publications and 
newspapers across Canada. Total distribution for 1979 exceeded 
500,000 pieces of literature. 100,000 copies of “Eggs the Blenders” 
have been distributed by the provinces, and 200,000 distributed by 
blender manufacturers with their appliances. 20,000 Microwave 
Booklets, as well as 40,000 Microwave Leaflets were printed. 
Requests for “Eggs go Metric”, a 32-page booklet, totalled 4,000 in 
1979. A new Foodservice card, “Omelettes with Ease” was intro- 
duced at HostEx, and distribution to date totals 4,000. Requests for 
other foodservice-oriented material, tent cards, placemats and recipe 
cards exceeded 40,000. 


Press Release 

This program, with input from all provinces, has been changed, 
upgraded and streamlined to meet the demands of the 2,200 news- 
papers across Canada to which it is sent. One release per month 
has been issued, and emphasis placed on nutrition, cost and ease 
of preparation. At the request of the provincial boards who distribute 
these releases, more streamlining is projected for 1980. 


Promotion Workshops 

As in previous years, two were held in 1979. The first was held 
during February in Toronto. Summer Promotions were reviewed, and 
specific projected promotions outlined. A presentation on merchan- 
dising of eggs in supermarkets was given by Dr. Henry Courtenay, 
an Economics Professor from Purdue University. 


An invitation to participate at the Workshop was extended to 
Susan Stettler, Regional Promotion Coordinator of Northwest Egg 
Producers Cooperative Association, who shared some useful promo- 
tion ideas and literature from the American Egg Board with the 
Canadian promotion personnel. 


A second Workshop, held during November in Vancouver, dealt 
with problems being encountered by various boards, and plans were 


tentatively made for problem-solving sessions to be held at a future 
workshop. Summer Promotion guidelines were drawn up, with all 
provinces agreeing that the most desirable format would involve 
retailers, consumers and radio stations aspiring to increase con- 
sumption during the Summer months. 


As a result of our participation at HostEx, in April 1979, we were 
approached by Sherwood and Partners, a firm of design consultants 
for food-related businesses. They are responsible for the design and 
follow up of the recently-opened Get Cracking kiosk, which is situated 
in the Hydro Building in Toronto. This is a test module, which 
hopefully will achieve the kind of success that will allow kiosks of its 
kind to be franchised all across Canada. The booth features Scotch 
eggs, pickled eggs and a variety of crepes and quiche. 


Interaction between the Agency promotion personnel, and pro- 
vincial personnel continues to be the measure of success within this 
Department, and the year has been judged successful.

Management Information Systems 


Statistical Information 

1979 has been a year of building a firm foundation in terms of 
capability. The desk top computer was sold and many of the routine 
reports and graphs had to be omitted or prepared by hand. The 
changeover was completed by the end of 1979 and there has been 
considerable improvement in levels of output and reduction in re- 
sponse time when providing both regular and one-time tables and 
graphs.

Supply Management Information System 

The Supply Management Information Systems (SMIS) devel- 
oped rapidly throughout 1979. The new computer was a major step. 
Programs developed for three different computer systems were 
re-written for the new computer, communications were set up and 
by year end, three provinces were able to handle Egg Production and 
Flock Inventory reports in their board offices. Inventory reports from 
five provinces are entered by CEMA at the present time. Ontario and 
Quebec have other computer facilities. 


Throughout the recent development of SMIS, Robert Hicks has 
been closely involved, and his efforts have made the new system 
possible. In the new year, he will be Manager of the Supply Manage- 
ment Information System section of CEMA Management Information 
Systems. A new position was created during the year. Maggie Smith 
joined MIS to provide support in areas of program librarian and liaison 
with computer users as well as computer operators, and has 
achieved excellent results. 


MIS Computer 

The Supply Management Information System (SMIS) embarked 
on the final implementation phase in 1979. During 1978 model 
programs were developed but a full scale system required a lower 
cost computer. A new CEMA computer was ordered for early 1979 
delivery and an optimistic working date of April 2 was set. Both 
hardware and programming problems gave the new computer a long 
shake down period. The computer was working by August 2, six 
months after the initial installation. 


A similar program development phase largely implemented by 
Robert Hicks, has enabled the computer to become a very powerful 
tool in implementing the SMIS and other MIS and CEMA services. 


Communications 
In order to serve the provincial boards adequately, a sophisti- 
cated communication system is required. 


Until now, TWX and TELEX have proven sufficient for CEMA 
and provincial boards. 


CEMA has implemented a Packet Switching (Data Pac) service 
for communicating with the computer at higher speeds. 


Improved communications are anticipated in 1980. 


Cost of Production 

In addition to the work load of the regular Cost of Production 
recently assumed by Lois Kerr, special price studies were required 
(based on removing the data lags). To enable CEMA to do these 
studies and other analysis, the cost of production model was pro- 
grammed into the computer. 


Work was begun this year in laying out more comprehensible 
Cost of Production reports and worksheets. 


P.S. Ross revised their 1976 data for the basis of the Cost of 
Production with a 1978 version. We are now producing two versions 
in parallel, as the new data had not been approved for use by the 
year end.

Public Relations 


On September 4, 1979, CEMA’s public relations efforts took a 
new direction with the hiring of a Public Relations Officer to replace 
the services which had previously been provided by outside con- 
sultants. 


The Public Relations program includes a number of responsibil- 
ities: to increase public understanding and acceptance of the supply 
management concept, to provide counsel on media relations to 
senior management and the board of directors, to provide the media 
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and the public with information about the Agency’s operations, to 
assist in promotion efforts to increase egg consumption, and to 
combat the negative publicity about the cholesterol content of eggs 
through the distribution of sound medical research. 


Cholesterol Information Program 

An increasing body of medical research continues to show that 
the consumption of dietary cholesterol in reasonable amounts has 
no significant effect on normal, healthy people who do not suffer from 
elevated blood cholesterol levels, a position which is endorsed by 
Health and Welfare Canada. As part of its public relations program, 
the Agency has compiled a bank of medical research on the choles- 
terol issue which it provides to writers and broadcasters on a regular 
basis. In addition, the Agency has undertaken a program of regular 
mailings of research papers which have been published in reputable 
scientific or medical journals to all Canadian general practitioners. 
A CEMA initiative has resulted in the Canadian Heart Foundation 
withdrawing anti-egg references from its news releases pending a 
full review of the current research by the Foundation’s medical 
advisory committee. The Agency maintains active contact with the 
National Commission on Egg Nutrition in the United States and other 
sources to keep abreast of the latest developments in the medical 
field regarding cholesterol. 


Supply Management Concept 

Although CEMA is a private corporation accountable to the 
public through the National Farm Products Marketing Council, it is 
often mistakenly viewed by the media and the public as a government 
agency. Much of the criticism of the Agency results from the appli- 
cation of standards which are appropriate to a publicly-supported 
institution rather than a business organization funded by producers. 
Virtually all of the adverse media comment about CEMA is based 
upon a misunderstanding or misinterpretation of the Agency’s 
powers, responsibilities, or past history. For this reason, CEMA, 
through its Public Relations Officer, has implemented a policy of 
immediate response to unfounded criticism through letters-to-the- 
editor which have, in almost every case, been published. Public 
Relations attempts to maintain an active dialogue with citizens’ 
groups involved in consumer issues to explain the benefits to both 
producer and consumer of the supply management system. CEMA 
maintains direct contact with the reporters for the national media in 
Ottawa and has provided information which has resulted in more 
balanced coverage of marketing boards and other agricultural issues. 


As part of its responsibilities, Public Relations also provides the 
Board of Directors with policy proposals on any matters which might 
affect public perception of the Agency. 


Economic Review of CEMA’s Performance 

The Agency has commissioned and distributed an economic 
study of CEMA’s performance to key media, political and academic 
figures to provide a new perspective to the unrelenting barrage of 
misinformation which has been used to assess the efficiency of the 
supply management concept. 


During the first five years of CEMA’s operation (1973-1978) the 
Consumer Price Index went up 55.5%, the Food Price Index 
increased 68.7%, and the average manufacturing wage in Canada 
increased 77.7%. During that same period, egg prices paid to 
producers increased only 23.2%. 


An oft-quoted study by a private research firm which recom- 
mends reducing Canadian egg production by one-third to lower 
consumer prices, ignores a potential loss to the country’s economy 
of $250 million if that recommendation was put into effect. In addition, 
an estimated 3,000 farm labourers would lose their jobs. The study, 
which was funded by undisclosed sources, “would appear to unjusti- 
fiably distort the image of the industry, particularly in the past six 
years,” according to Cayer. 


Egg price hikes in the United States. in the past few years 
suggest that Canadian consumers could be paying more for eggs if 
CEMA had not been created. In 1973, the year CEMA began 
operations, wholesale egg prices in Ontario increased by 53.3% 
while prices in the adjacent New York market rose 62.6%. “It would 
appear that the popularly-held position that the creation of CEMA led 
to higher prices in 1973 is not valid’, the study observes. 


Since 1973, Toronto retail egg prices have been consistently 
lower than New York prices in Canadian dollars on a comparable 
basis. According to the analysis, Canadian consumers would pay 
almost 30 million dollars more for eggs each year if Canadian prices 
were based on the New York retail market. 


CEMA’s much-maligned cost-of-production formula is heavily 
weighted in favour of consumers because it uses weighted averages 
based only on the cost factors incurred by efficient producers. The 
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study estimates that, under the COP formula, only 34% of Canadian 
egg production recovers its cost plus a reasonable return on invest- 
ment. 


Although some observers believe producers are highly paid, a 
1970 Statistics Canada report states that 39% live below the poverty 
line and that many producers seek off-farm employment. 


Many of CEMA’s critics have used isolated incidents of market 
performance to support their charges. They have ignored yearly 
averages for prices and productivity which are truer indicators of 
economic performance. 


The quality of Canadian eggs has increased dramatically since 
the establishment of CEMA. Although the number of Grade A quality 
eggs increased only one-half of one % between 1967 and 1972, 
since CEMA’s birth in 1973 Grade A quality has increased 3.9%. 
(Egg quality is monitored by the Canadian Department of 
Agriculture). 


Although CEMA is frequently accused of fostering inefficiency 
in the egg industry, productivity in recent years has improved signifi- 
cantly. In the five years prior to 1973, the average yearly rate of lay 
for a hen rose from 203 per year to 213.8, an increase of 5.3% and 
was nearly 51% higher than the previous five years. The result: egg 
prices have continued to decline in constant 1979 dollars, and have 
decreased 27% in terms of personal disposable income since 1970.

Information Distribution 

The Public Relations Officer is responsible for the production of 
the monthly bulletin, a newsletter which is distributed to all egg 
producers in Canada to keep them up-to-date on CEMA’s operations, 
marketing initiatives, and on developments in the egg industry both 
nationally and internationally. The “Egg Scene”, CEMA’s publication 
of egg industry information for the general public, is also a Public 
Relations responsibility. In addition, Public Relations writes and 
prepares news releases on egg pricing, cholesterol and other issues 
which are distributed nationally by mail and wire service. 


In the final analysis, good corporate public relations is really a 
matter of performance. No public relations effort to alter the percep- 
tion of an organization can succeed unless the facts are there to 
justify that change. Despite the negative publicity which the Agency 
has received in the past, CEMA has an enviable record of business 
performance which has served the public interest. It is on that record 
that we will be judged. We are more fortunate than other organiza- 
tions in that, for CEMA, effective public relations is not a matter of 
changing the record, but simply setting the record straight.

Accounting Services

During the past year continued progress was made toward the 
standardization of accounting procedures and systems between 
provincial boards and the Agency. The standardization in all aspects 
of the financial and reporting system will be a direct reflection on the 
accuracy and timeliness of our reporting system. In order to meet 
the needs of our Board of Directors and Supervisory bodies in 
forecasting the Agency’s reserve funds and requirements for the year 
1980, it is imperative that all information concerning marketings and 
surplus be accurate and submitted to the Agency withi:1 a reasonable 
length of time. : 

There will be a study undertaken in the spring of 1980 to 
establish a better system of transferring information and monies 
between the provincial boards and C.E.M.A. All provinces will be 
consulted for their input into streamlining this process. 


With the elimination of the stamp system in Nova Scotia in 1980, 
and the possibility of elimination in other Eastern provinces, changes 
are anticipated in the reporting and payments system in the upcom- 
ing year. All producers will be required to submit weekly marketing 
reports thus ensuring an equitable system for levy collection. 


With the acceptance of Bill 116 in Quebec during the spring of 
1979, the information flow between F.E.D.C.O. and C.E.M.A. was 
impeded. If this situation continues to exist it will cause serious 
forecasting errors when estimating the reserve funds of the Agency. 


A new Financial reporting system for our Surplus Removal Fund 
will be established as recommended by the Board of Directors and 
the National Farm Products Marketing Council. This Surplus 
Removal Fund will be segregated into Consumer and Producer 
Accounts. This system of separate funds will ensure that costs 
associated with the different avenues of removal of surplus product 
will be allocated to the proper source of funds, either consumer or 
producers. This will ensure the public and N.F.P.M.C. that funds 
received as established in the Cost of Production Formula are used 
for further processing of surplus product which remains in Canada 
for domestic use. 


The year 1980, will also be a year of experimentation in the 
computerization of financial information and reports in order to keep 
all parties concerned better informed on the day to day operations 
of C.E.M.A. Our manual system will remain intact until such time as 


accurate and bonafide information can be obtained from our new 
computerized system. We will continue to issue quarterly financial 
statements manually in the new year with comparative figures from 
the previous year. Weekly Management Reports will continue to be 
issued with every fourth report containing a detailed accounting of 
our surplus removal accounts and our administrative fund. 


| would also like to express my appreciation to all the accounting 
and marketing staff for their efforts throughout the year in improving 
external communications and new accounting/marketing systems.

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Report of the Acting Chairman

Acting Chairman 


The first year of a new decade has drawn to a close. Some 
people have said in the past year that the 1980’s will bring us greater 
and better things. We hope that during the balance of the decade this 
will prove to be the case. 


We have only to look at the financial statement to see how swiftly 
a large bank balance can be depleted by year end. As the funds were 
available at the beginning of the year, it is obvious in hindsight, that 
we again have gone full circle and produced far too many eggs for the 
Canadian market. Our memory has not served us well. In 1978 we 
wrestled with the need for quota reductions and only three years later 
find ourselves in an even more severe surplus situation. 


We have a greater surplus and that, of course, breeds greater 
problems and greater headaches. On the positive side, it forces us to 
reach greater heights of ingenuity and work harder to maintain our- 
selves as a viable organization for the benefit of the producers who 
elected us. It is my experience in this office during the past year, that 
the staff has worked diligently at all times on behalf of the producers. 


We certainly should be capable of improving our past situation 
during the coming year. We must either cut our suit to fit the cloth on 
the Canadian market alone, or decide to market on the international 
scene in a regular way. Selling eggs or egg products on a spot basis 
internationally can never be more than a hit and miss proposition. A 
study commissioned this past year, indicates the definite presence of 
a market for some quantity of eggs at a price. We have received 
numerous requests in the year under review for eggs in the offshore 
market that would substantiate this. What must concern us is the 
price that we as producers would receive for these eggs. On a spot 
basis only, when under pressure with a large surplus, we enter these 
markets under the worst possible conditions. An opportunity is avail- 
able to enter the export market under a contractual long-term basis 
at a somewhat better return to producers. There are those who feel 
that entering some of these markets would bring a good price to the 
producer and at the same time benefit all Canadian consumers on 
the added value basis. At this time, however, this may or may not be 
true, as by far the greatest part of the world trade is still in shell egg 
form. The escalating costs of shipping bulk commodities anywhere 
should be a prime concern and a detailed analysis should be under- 
taken by ourselves at this stage. Our experience with physical prob- 
lems and the financial costs will assist us in ascertaining the real 
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return or costs to the producer for this enterprise. If we do live in a 
shrinking Canadian market (i.e. shrinking bird numbers) which has 
been suggested by a recent study, then surely consideration should 
be given to this probability. 


We have said over the years that we are really pioneers in the 
supply management field. If this is the case, then we ought to rekindle 
our pioneer spirit and find a way to continue to expand the total 
market for the benefit of our producers. 


As your Acting Chairman for the past year, | have personally 
been disappointed that many of the problems of 1979 remain 
unsolved. We have continued to work on the pricing problem with 
regard to provincial differentials across Canada. The National Farm 
Products Marketing Council caused a special committee to be estab- 
lished for this purpose to no avail. A committee established by our 
Board is presently working on the problem which to date has not 
arrived at a solution. Various other people in and out of the industry 
have examined the problem and have to this date not come forward 
with an answer that is acceptable to the majority of participants. 
Perhaps an answer satisfactory to all will never be found. Perhaps to 
cure the problem in its entirety would tear this Agency asunder with 
nothing gained. Our hopes rest, however, on its eventual solution. 


The degree of co-operation and understanding between the 
National Farm Products Marketing Council and the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency continues to improve. Much more is accomplished 
in a co-operative type of environment. Without this co-operation we 
would accomplish very little. 


| have been saddened and disappointed in the year under review 
with the resignation of Mr. Max Roytenberg as General Manager. 
Max has worked with the Agency for the past six years and | believe 
the producers owe Max a big thank you for his efforts. He came to us 
at a very trying time in our history and put the blocks together to build 
the house we now have. He believed in us enough to do what had to 
be done. Max will be heard from again in farm circles, | am sure. He 
has a deep belief in food production returns to the primary producer. 
Again Max, thank you and Godspeed and success in your future 
endeavours. 


A new General Manager is coming to us in the new year and no 


doubt will bring new ideas and his own personality to our operation. 
| am sure we will all co-operate with him and cause our organization 
to continue to grow. To you sir, “welcome” and | look forward to 
working with you. 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank all who have helped 
me in my capacity as Acting Chairman in the past year. | have truly 
appreciated the opportunity to serve in this capacity and look forward 
to future growth of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, the 
producers and the total industry in Canada. It is yours to have and 
yours to make grow.

Board of Directors’ Report 


Mr. H. Crossman, Acting Chairman, presenting the 1979 Report to the Seventh 
Producers Conference, March 26, 1980. 


The year under review has been a continuation of the 1979 
year-end situation. At that time, we forecasted a high surplus which 
we felt would be the case in the first part of the new year, this 
remained high as the year progressed. There was no increase in 
consumer buying as had been anticipated and as a result we ended 
the year increasing our levy having exhausted our total levy funds. 
This we regret is not a favourable report to present to the producers. 


In defense of the position we took not to decrease the quota 
earlier, we must report that we are still examining the drop in con- 
sumer buying during 1980. Indeed, consumption growth barely kept 
up to population growth. A stronger position regarding other foods in 
our advertising campaigns might be an alternative. As well, the per- 
ceived value of our product may have to be strengthened. Your Board 
did consider lowering quota earlier in the year, but the decision was 
made that a decrease would not take place until the end of October. 
Since then, we have implemented a further 2% decrease effective 
the first part of January 1981. This however, comes too late to al- 
leviate an earlier reduction of surplus in the coming year. As a result, 
we must go through the greater part, indeed perhaps all of 1981, with 
an increased producer levy in force. 


Our most pressing problem still continues to be the acceptance of 
our pricing system across Canada. We have continued over the 
years to maintain that this system should enable interprovincial tra- 
ders to move table eggs over provincial boundaries without interven- 
tion from the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. The increasing freight 
charges due to energy problems existing in the world today, are 
responsible for Council pressure to change our present pricing 
system. Indeed, some provinces have joined the ranks asking for 
changes believing the present policy has forced their producers to 
get less than their cost of production. We continue to address this 
problem at year end hoping that a solution can and will be reached 
in the year ahead. Perhaps by the end of 1981 we will have agreed 
on a complete new system of egg pricing in Canada. We must, 
however, go about it in such a way as not to tear away what we have 
attained at this period in our history. 


The Executive Committee has been active in the past year in 
assisting the Acting Chairman in many areas. A visit from a South 
African delegation gave us an opportunity to exchange ideas and 
provided beneficial input to the industry in both our countries. In the

latter part of the year the Executive has been actively assisting in the 
recruitment of a General Manager following the resignation of 
Mr. Roytenberg. Plans for the coming year include discussions con- 
cerning the implementation of an updated producer insurance cover- 
age program. 


It is with regret once again that we must bid farewell to certain 
directors. Mr. Ron Floritto chose not to stand for re-election as Direc- 
tor from British Columbia. We shall miss Ron’s forthrightness and 
above all his stalwart support for the producers of his province and all 
of Canada. Mr. Phil Eldridge of Alberta, one of the charter members 
of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, will not be returning. Phil 
was a past Chairman of the Agency and has never wavered from the 
principles of producers’ rights across the country. His input has been 
invaluable. Mr. Hollis Duffett will not be representing Newfoundland 
in the next term. Hollis has served faithfully on the Board and Execu- 
tive Committee over the years and certainly will be missed. To all of 
you who have been on the Board for a number of years, thank you 
for a job well done. 


As mentioned earlier in this report, we will bid farewell to 
Mr. Roytenberg as our General Manager, a position he more than 
adequately served in his six years of service to the egg industry. We 
did not always agree with him, but he worked at the job and always 
had our admiration for the job he was doing. He will be greatly missed 
at the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency but we are sure that the 
future will see him working to assist agricultural producers in Canada. 
Again Max on behalf of all egg producers across Canada, the Board 
wishes to thank you for the job you did for us and the tenaciousness 
with which you got the job done. In closing, we would like to thank all 
our office staff for the job they have again done this past year and we 
look forward to their continued efforts that we know will be unstinting 
in the year ahead of us.

The Honourable Eugene Whelan, Minister of Agriculture addressing the CEMA 
Annual Dinner. 


The cost of advertising and promotion increased during 1980. 
Our budget requirements were approximately two million dollars for 
English advertising and approximately one half million dollars for 
French. The major portion was spent on television. Although it is the 
most expensive medium, we believe it to be the most effective. The 
balance was budgeted for radio, newspaper, magazines and special 
summer promotions. 


We retained the services of Ogilvy & Mather for our English 
advertising and McCann-Erickson for the French. Research is neces- 
sary to judge the effectiveness of our advertising and this year it 
indicated several important facts — advertising awareness Is increas- 
ing, lifestyles are changing with consumers spending a larger portion 
of their dollars on meals outside the home and the Get Cracking 
theme recall is increasing. Our 1980 advertising was designed to 
retain that theme, maintain the image of health and energy, expand 
the target audience to include eating meals out of home, working 
women and the value of eggs as the main dish for lunch, dinner and 
entertaining. 


The decline in egg sales we experienced in 1980 was parti- 
cularly severe in Ontario and Manitoba and prompted the Board to 
spend an additional $145,000 in those provinces on newspaper 
advertising in July. 


Due primarily to the efforts of our provincial promotion person- 
nel, we continue to receive an excellent demand for our recipe 
material. These are either mailed or handed out at exhibitions, 
shopping malls and fairs. Other recipe booklets, designed specifically 
for appliance manufacturers, are packed directly into cartons contain- 
ing blenders and microwave ovens. 


No report on advertising is complete without mention of our 
promotion staff. They develop the recipes, design the material and 
meet the public. Once again in 1980, they met twice for workshop 
brain-storming sessions, where the results of past efforts are shared 
and ideas for the future are developed. Because of the results 
achieved at these seminars, your International Egg Commission 
representatives have suggested that similar sessions should be held 
at the international level so the considerable expertise and know- 
ledge being used to promote eggs in many countries, could be 
shared.

We look forward to 1981 and specifically the new cost-shared 
promotion with Canada Packers/Maple Leaf. We anticipate it will be 
effective due to the high-target reach, namely a circulation of three 
million households in January and five million in May. 


Our efforts at promoting the increased usage of our product have 
been gratifying, but a word of caution is in order. The power of 
advertising is considerable but not unlimited. An unusual or extreme 
change in demand is more likely to be the result of an outside factor, 
such as a sudden change in the price of an alternate food, rather than 
the result of our advertising. A steady continuing increase in the per 
capita consumption of eggs is our ultimate goal and this we are 
achieving.

Audit Committee 


The Audit Committee was formed four years ago to improve 
communication between the Board of Directors of the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency and its auditors. This Committee aids the directors 
in fulfilling their administrative responsibilities and input from the 
directors is encouraged. 


The Committee meets approximately three times during the 
year. Each of the 1980 meetings was attended by representatives of 
Touche Ross & Co. and senior management of the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency. 


Quarterly, semi-annual and year-end audits are performed. 
These audits, which are an ongoing function at the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency, are discussed at these meetings. 


The auditors verify export sales to ensure that satisfactory guide- 
lines are instituted and are being carried out. 


Computer service contracts have been signed between the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency and four provincial boards. 


Following the Audit Committee meetings, in-camera sessions 
are attended by the Committee members and the auditors, during 
which, the relationship between the auditors and the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency accounting staff are appraised. We are pleased to 
attest on behalf of the auditors to the competence and co-operation 
of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency accounting staff. 


The Audit Committee will be reviewing the final draft of the 1980 
audit with Touche Ross & Co. The Committee will be prepared to 
answer questions presented to them at the Annual Meeting.

Report of the Consultative Committee 1980 
The Consultative Committee met three times in 1980. 


The first meeting was held in January. Elections were held 
at this meeting; Mr. R. Murdoch was elected Chairman and 
Mr. H. J. Lammers, Vice-Chairman. A proposed draft of Terms 
of Reference developed by the National Farm Products Marketing 
Council for general use by Consultative Committees was discussed 
and subsequently rejected. The Committee finalized its own Terms of 
Reference for presentation to the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
Board of Directors. Also discussed were: Freight and handling dif- 
ferentials, the impact of the Ontario egg quality program on the 
national egg system and the allocation of quota over 100% of base. 
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The second meeting was held in March. Discussions included 
the proposed implementation of clause 10 (d) of the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency-Breaker Contract, Agency revisions to the Terms 
of Reference for the Committee, the allocation of quota over 100% 
and the development of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
research fund. 


Meeting three was held in November with discussions centering 
around quota reductions. The Committee expressed its concern that 
the Canadian Hatchery Federation was not given sufficient notice 
when quota cuts were made. Also considered were export programs, 
Provincial pricing on sizes other than A Large, Provincial differentials 
and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency-Breaker Contract negotia- 
tions. 


A frequent complaint voiced by Committee members during 
1980 was the lack of consultation before major decisions were made 
by the Agency. It is our hope that the communication gap will be 
further narrowed during 1981. We look forward to working with the 
Agency for the betterment of the Canadian Egg System. 


| would like to thank the members of the Consultative Committee 
for their efforts and support during 1980 and extend a special word 
of thanks to Mr. Crossman, Acting Chairman, Mr. Roytenberg, 
General Manager and Cynthia Currie who acted as Recording Secre- 


tary.

Cost of Production Committee 


The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency Cost of Production Com- 
mittee met five times during 1980. 


The meetings of the Committee have been concerned primarily 
with the design of the next Cost of Production Update Survey which 
will be carried out this spring (1981) and will report on producer costs 
reflecting the calendar year 1980. 


The Committee reviewed in detail the questionnaire and 
methodology to be employed in the survey, with the survey firm 
Touche Ross & Co. This resulted in a number of modifications to past 
practices. By far, the most important of these was a decision to 
supplement the sections of the questionnaire on labour input with a 
special detailed monitoring procedure over a period of weeks or 
months in an effort to better capture both the overall amount of labour 
employed and the quantitative breakdown by kinds of labour, on a 
new three part classification into general labour, skilled labour and 
management. The Committee has also been involved in discussions 
respecting the desirability of obtaining survey results, for flocks under 
10,000 birds and over 50,000, as well as the regular results from the 
10,000 to 50,000 classification. Issues respecting the design of the 
sample from the point of view of capturing reliable data on a pro- 
vincial cost calculation basis, as well as on a national average basis 
as has been the practice, have also been held. As this report is 
written final decisions on these matters have not been made by the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency Board of Directors. 


The work of the Committee has also involved discussion on a 
number of matters related to the methodology of application of the 
survey results in costing, as opposed to the gathering of the basic 
data. These discussions particularly related to a number of questions 
raised by the National Farm Products Marketing Council, the 
extended consideration of which led to substantial delay into 1980 in 
the application in the cost summary of the 1979 survey results. 


It may be noted that the Committee, in its work with Touche Ross 
& Co. on survey design, is in an advisory capacity in that the survey 
firm must reserve the right of final decision on the professional sound- 
ness of its work.

Egg Quality Improvement Committee 
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The Egg Quality Improvement Committee of the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency has had an active year in 1980, guided by the very 
talented and capable members of the Committee. 


Many outstanding quality programs have been established in the 
provinces to maintain and improve the quality of eggs throughout the 
country. Egg quality, in general, is extremely good from province to 
province but continuing work must be done to maintain the high level 
achieved. The Committee felt a liaison was needed to blend the 
programs of the individual provinces into a uniform standard of 
quality. 


With a national plan in place, eggs travel between provinces and 
it is necessary to have a uniform quality to reduce consumer resis- 
tance to regional differences in quality. 


The Egg Quality Improvement Committee held several meetings 
throughout 1980. The Committee has been monitoring carefully the 
continuing problem of Salmonella in the Poultry Industry. There have 
been isolated reports of Salmonella related to eggs and the Commit- 
tee continues to suggest that more proof is required to establish that 
contamination of eggs was involved. 


A great concern of the Committee has been the continuing loss 
of revenue to producers caused in part by the number of cracks and 
undergrades in the eggs graded. Thousands of dollars in lost rev- 
enue occur each year from poor management and on farm handling 
procedures. It was felt that much more dialogue is needed to show 
producers what a small increase in the percentage of undergrades 
can do to decrease the producer return. 


In order to help with this problem the Committee instituted the 
“Egg Quality Corner’ as part of the monthly Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency’s newsbulletin to producers. Short concise articles appear 
each month to discuss certain aspects of egg quality. It is hoped that 
these facts will help the producers to recognize that good manage- 
ment will ensure improved producer returns. 


The Committee also made a recommendation to the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency Board of Directors to undertake the publica- 
tion of a Producer’s Handbook to consolidate all the pieces of infor- 
mation needed by producers. Due to financial restraints by the 


Canadian Egg Marketing Agency, the Board rejected the proposal. 
Alberta and Saskatchewan have undertaken this project on their own 
and it is hoped it may be made available to other producers through 
this Committee. 


| had the privilege of attending a joint meeting of the Quality 
Committees of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta at the meeting 
held in Calgary. Quality programs have been established in each of 
the provinces and results of these programs should be forthcoming 
in the near future. The movement of eggs beween the provinces 
requires joint co-operation in on farm and destination sampling to 
maintain a high quality product. 


Other items that the Egg Quality Improvement Committee has 
been dealing with include the problem of variations in egg yolk color 
among the regions. Cosmetic appearance of the egg has no real 
bearing on egg quality, but some consumers associate egg yolk color 
to quality. Some suggestions have been made to establish a more 
uniform yolk color across the country, so that eggs moving from 
province to province willl not be subject to consumer scrutiny. 


The Egg Quality Improvement Committee will be convening a 
meeting of provincial egg quality representatives early in 1981 and at 
such time we hope discussions will lead to new and innovative ideas 
to promote egg quality. 


It has been a privilege to serve on the Egg Quality Improvement 
Committee and | would like to thank the members of this Committee 
for their dedication and support.

“Methodology of Forecasting”. The latter topic left the impression 
that forecasting is a necessary exercise needing constant correction 
to adjust the guess-work factors. The first topic was addressed by 
Mr. Peter Kemp, Managing Director of Goldenlay Ltd., in the United 
Kingdom. They produce and market about 17% of the eggs in the 
United Kingdom and some of Mr. Kemp’s comments were very per- 
tinent. The United Kingdom, after several years of prices below the 
cost of production, has by agreement reduced production. This has 
been ineffective because of the dumping of surpluses by other Euro- 
pean Economic Community countries. It is not practical to look at 
export markets for long-term solutions at the producer level. Large 
multi-national corporations will continue to invade the industry and 
feed from profits of other enterprises unless production is reduced 
through-out the European Economic Community. 


The statistics committee not only provides valuable information 
through their publications but is accumulating and consolidating data 
provided by many countries, including those holding membership. 
This data bank can and should be considered when future judge- 
ments are being made by individual countries or marketing areas. 
Dr. Sugiyama provided an interesting view on producer co-operation 
in some areas of Japan. Groups of producers form a small co- 
operative to share such enterprises as feed-mixing, pullet growing, 
manure drying and egg processing. This is having a healthy and 
important impact on the industry in this country. 


The Shell Egg and Egg Products Committees share the same 
primary problems concerning uniformity of standards and regula- 
tions, including metric, sizing, and the up-grading of packaging 
materials. In spite of considerable efforts and attention over the 


years, progress has been negligible and the committees are feeling 
frustrated. The United Kingdom again repeated their request to ban 
the use of incubated clears in egg products. 


World Health & Human Nutrition 

Until such time as the “cholesterol egg” question can be 
resolved, this committee will be valuable. Its primary function should 
be correlating all the facts available and to publicly contest any state- 
ments which cannot be substantiated or where conflicting information 
is documented. Tests still indicate no absolute proof that eliminating 
eggs can or will affect health problems related to cholesterol. 


Producers Committee 

Most of the problems are a repeat of previous years with over- 
production in most countries, producer prices below cost of produc- 
tion and no real commitment to correct these measures. South Africa 
is steadily reducing supplies and testing the re-institution of supply 
management. 


The United States reports further consolidation into fewer and 
larger units. Several countries feel that more eggs per bird are having 
a significant effect on the international surplus position. At the recent 
meeting of the World Poultry Science Association European Federa- 
tion, a symposium on “Supply Management or the Free Market 
System” was held. Our president, Mr. Figare was invited to present 
a paper. The major topic was poultry welfare and the effect it is having 
in some countries. 


Committees have been established within the European 
Economic Community to study the matter. The general conclusions 
are: 


. the welfare lobbies are powerful, 
. documenting of costs, bird well-being etc. by producer groups is 
so far being ignored, 

3. we must be prepared to take strong preventive action. The state- 
ment issued by the International Egg Commission states that it is 
in general opposition to keeping laying hens in any other manner 
than in battery cages unless a particular producer chooses to do 
so. It is also recommended, we solicit the active support of the 
equipment manufacturers. 


Nm — 
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Consumption & Publicity 

Millions of dollars are now being spent in advertising and 
promoting eggs throughout the world. There is, no doubt, that the 
decline in per capita consumption has been checked in most coun- 
tries and a slow increase can be expected. The open display of 
materials was a real success and will be continued. The audio-visual 
material was especially well received and we received outstanding 
approval of our films and slide presentations. It was suggested that 
a promotion seminar or workshop be held in conjunction with the next 
International Egg Commission meeting and this | support as a 
brainstorming seminar, to permit a full exchange of ideas and 
methods, by the people who develop and implement the promotions. 


Eleven Canadians attended this 21st Annual Conference of the 
International Egg Commission, an indication of our interest and the 
value of our contributions. The next meeting will be held in Ireland, 
September 14-19, 1981, when consideration will be given to invita- 
tions from Poland in 1982 and the United States for 1983.

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Salmonella Report 


The beginning paragraphs of this report will deal with the back- 
ground involved in the formation of the Salmonella Committee and 
the subsequent involvement by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
and the egg industry. 


Why do we have a Salmonella Committee? To be brief, 
Salmonella is a very widespread organism. It has been common in 
food products and water supplies since the beginning of time. 


Diseases and ailments such as typhoid fever, pullorum and food 
poisoning, are well-known examples. There are two hundred plus 
Stereotypes of this organism. It is impossible to eliminate Salmonella: 
however, by keeping the numbers low (dilution) and by cooking food 
thoroughly, it is unlikely to become a problem. 


Why the great concern? There has always been a concern when 
public health is involved. Food poisoning is still prevalent. In 1974 
there were 5,054 reported cases and in 1978 there were 8,500 cases. 


The poultry industry, including representation from poultry 
breeders, hatcheries, producers, renderors, feed manufacturers, 
consumers and Agriculture Canada (Agriculture and Health of 
Animals) have created The Poultry Industry — Agriculture 
Canada—Committee on Salmonella — the purpose of which is to act 
as a forum for discussion and action. 


This committee will: 1. discuss and study the problem, 

2. assemble and implement research, 

3. assure the Canadian consumer that 
everything commercially possible and 
practical, is being done to reduce the 
concentration of Salmonella organisms 
in poultry, meat and eggs. 


In addition, Agriculture Canada in conjunction with the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare has established a Salmonella Co- 
ordinating Unit which co-ordinates discussion, information, research, 
etc. on agricultural foods other than poultry, i.e. beef, pork, raw foods, 
Cle: 


The consumer is requesting assurance that food be of the high- 
est quality. As prices rise, the pressure for assurance increases. It is 
to our advantage, if possible, to comply. 


You will be pleased to know that cages, in addition to nature’s 
own protection, greatly reduces the occurrence of Salmonella in 
eggs. However, a recent study involving approximately 300 random 
tests, found that 34% of egg wash water, 13% of the cracks and 2% 
of the intact eggs were infected. 


In 1980 | attended two meetings concerning Salmonella. The 
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first was the Poultry Industry— Agriculture Canada Committee meet- 
ing on January 30, 1980 held in Ottawa. This was a representative 
industry meeting dealing with some of the problems of Salmonella 
and recommendations were suggested for the industry. The second 
meeting, “Consumer Concern on Salmonella” sponsored by 
“Ontario Food Protection Association” an affiliate of the International 
Association of Food and Environmental Sanitations was held on 
February 6, 1980 in Toronto. This was a consumer sponsored meet- 
ing with over 250 people in attendance. There was great interest 
shown in the topics discussed. 


In summary, Salmonella are common and widely-spread 
organisms. It appears that Salmonella cannot be completely elimi- 
nated in the egg industry. However, toxicity comes from excess con- 
centrations of the organism. These excess concentrations can be 
diluted to safe levels by producing clean eggs, reducing cracked 
eggs and eliminating contaminated wash water. 


In 1981 we are awaiting recommendations on Salmonella for the 
Poultry Industry from the Salmonella Co-ordinating Unit (Agriculture 
Canada and Health and Welfare). 


The egg industry needs to be aware that these recommenda- 
tions are forthcoming. It is in the egg industry's interest to assure that 
Salmonella is kept within tolerable limits and that we support pro- 
grams that are appropriate and practical.

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Report of the General Manager 
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M. M. Roytenberg, General Manager. 


The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency has completed six years 
of operations under my stewardship. We can look back during this 
period and clearly see how far the Agency has come in its develop- 
ment. We have in place a functioning levy system, hen control 
system, surplus removal system, central pricing system, an efficient 
cost of production base for pricing; a national advertising program; a 
formalized arrangement for the maintenance of surplus egg prices to 
further processors; established promotional and public relations pro- 
gram; a well-developed administrative group; a computerized 
national information system; and other important elements which 
support the effective operation of the Agency. 


None of these things appeared possible to accomplish when we 
began in early 1975, with two provincial boards having given notice 
to leave the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency and others threatening 
to withdraw. At that time, the Agency was in debt and no revenue 
flows in the form of levy were taking place. Competitive pricing 
between provinces was drawing down the price of surplus eggs. The 
border was open and US surplus was setting prices at a disastrous 
level for the Canadian table market. A number of the provincial 
boards were facing bankruptcy. The country was convinced that 
supply management could not work, that farmers were ripping off the 
public, and that the Agency should be eliminated. 


Looking back at these events gives one a sense of perspective. 
It makes one appreciate how fragile our marketing system is. None 
of the achievements could have been accomplished without the close 
co-operation of all ten provincial boards, anxious and willing to have 
an effective national Agency. That desire on their part has returned 
substantial dividends to farmers. | estimate that the producers over 
this period, have increased their revenues by at least one billion 
dollars which otherwise would probably have not been there. All of 
this still depends on the willingness of the parties of this Plan to 
continue to work together. The pursuit of narrow interest on a provin- 
cial basis is not compatible with the continued functioning and suc- 
cess of this Agency and | regret to say it does not appear as if this 
problem has been solved. 


The year 1980 has been a difficult year for the Agency, with the 
productivity of producers having far exceeded our expectations, and 
quota increases which we believed were required for an expanding 
market, have provided too much excess product in a market which 


suddenly is barely growing.The rapid increase in the cost of eggs 
which occurred in 1980, coupled with price reductions in other protein 
foods, reduced market growth. The directors of the Agency have 
been faced with the need to restrain production as a result. 


During 1980 product available for the table market equalled 
3,119,646 boxes. Of this product 877,563 boxes were exported either 
directly by the Agency or through Canadian further processors. 
72,439 boxes were rediverted to the table market and 2,169,644 
boxes were processed in Canada for Canadian use. 


During 1980 Canada imported 377,720 boxes of eggs made up 
primarily of global quantity imports. This compares to 772,030 boxes 
of eggs imported in 1979. The total break of processed product in 
Canada amounted to 53,399,497 pounds about 29.33% ahead of last 
year. The average price to producers during 1980 was 79.0 cents 
compared with 72.8 cents a year ago. 


It appears that Canadian disappearance of Grade A product will 
be about 1% ahead of last year. The prospect is that we may not do 
much better in 1981 in spite of rising costs for all foods. 


During 1980 the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency entered into 
the export market in a much more important way than in the past. 
Direct exports through the United States and Canadian inter- 
mediaries, have sent substantial amounts of product to the Middle 
East. Less generous supplies in Europe have created a particular 
interest in North American product. It appears that this interest will 
likely be an important factor in the export movement of Canadian 
table product during 1981 as well. In 1980, for the third time, the 
Agency in collaboration with provincial marketing boards, im- 
plemented an accelerated Fowl Removal Program to alleviate sur- 
plus in the first half of the year. Some one million birds were removed 
earlier than normal. This had the effect of reducing the pressure of 
excess product during a difficult period. It is estimated that the 
Agency saved three dollars for every dollar invested in this program. 


The heavier level of surplus during 1980 led to increases in 
levies. The levy increase became effective in the latter part of 
November. The National Farm Products Marketing Council agreed to 
increase the levy in the cost of production formula by .2 cents to help 
offset the increased quantities being projected by Canadian further 
processors for the consumption of processed products in Canada. 


There appears to be a strong trend towards an expansion in the 
Canadian consumption of processed product in Canada. It has 
become increasingly evident that without changes in the cost of 
production formula for this purpose, this higher shipment to the Ca- 
nadian further processors cannot be sustained. 


The cost of production formula for eggs in Canada has increas- 
ingly become the subject of disagreement within the Canadian 
system. The refusal on the one hand of the National Farm Products 
Marketing Council to permit the formula to work, to ensure that free 
interprovincial movement is maintained and the concern by Manitoba 
producers that this will occur at their expense, has resulted in the 
freezing of differentials in the formula for the last two years. The result 
has been that the normal trade of product has been effectively 
blocked. The situation has been eased by high availabilities of 
excess product, but the problem remains. The situation has been 
aggravated by the pricing policy of some provinces for sizes other 
than large. It appears clear that the participants and those associated 
with the process are not prepared to permit the current system to 
operate and some adjustments in the mechanisms are required. 


The year 1980 brought to the Agency substantial dividends in 
the wide recognition of the effectiveness of its advertising. The Get 
Cracking theme has been recognized as a valuable property and 
marketing representatives are interested in associating their prod- 
ucts with this theme. Canada Packers and Campbell Soup are com- 
panies with whom the Agency has reached agreement permitting the 
use of the Get Cracking logo in return for substantial benefits from 
an advertising and promotional point of view. A contractual arrange- 
ment has been reached with the developer of a fast food kiosk 
specializing in fresh Grade A egg foods. It is expected that formal 
collaboration will be developed with a major Canadian merchandizer 
opening a chain of food outlets specializing in eggs. 


The functioning of this Agency is the basis for the livelihood of 
thousands of Canadian producers. Many people in this industry and 
those associated with it, rely heavily on the good judgment and the 
commitment of the direction, management and staff of the Agency, to 
the superior performance of their roles. The Agency has become a 
symbol of the ability of farmers to effectively run their own affairs. It 
is in the nature of government, in establishing such institutions, to 
over-supervise in some areas and to abdicate their responsibilities in 
others. Those who will be responsible for the effective operations of 
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the Agency, must also be aware of their responsibilities to ensure that 
government, in its interaction with the Agency, performs its proper 
role in all areas and that the functioning of the Agency is not under- 
mined. The unique character of the Agency as a private corporation 
must be respected. Only in this form can it react to the requirements 
of the market place. The rigidities of the government are incompatible 
into such functioning. The effectiveness of the Agency as a regula- 
tory body in the egg industry is impaired when government is too 
intimately involved. It is also clear that the participants in the process 
must avoid intruding narrow provincial interests into the marketing 
process within our national system which knows no boundaries. 


After six years of responsibility, it is with mixed emotions that | 
present to you my final report. | regret that | will no longer play a 
central part in the operations of this dynamic industry, but time 
marches on and the only constant thing about life is change itself. 


May | express my best wishes to the staff, management and 
directors of the Agency and most of all to the egg farmers of Canada. 
It is the farmers which | have always placed foremost in my work, 
believing that this is the best way to serve the Canadian public.

Producer Services 


Provincial Inventories 

Once again, the department’s primary responsibility continued to 
be the effective on-going monitoring of provincial layer inventories as 
reported to the Agency by the provincial boards. 


This year, the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency conducted 
province-wide hen counts in New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and British 
Columbia. As well, spot check counts were conducted on a routine 
basis in all provinces using the Agency’s ‘Third Party Verification 
System”. 


In total, more than one half of all registered flocks in the country 
were counted by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s field officers. 


To date, there have been no penalties levied for the year 1980, 
although final verification of the British Columbia count figures has 
not yet been completed. 


In view of the two allocation decreases which occurred during 
the latter part of the year, the Department has augmented its monitor- 
ing of flocks across the country and will continue to do so until such 
time as it is assured that all provinces are within their new allocation 
levels. 


Supply Management Information System 

This year major changes in reporting systems and levy collection 
took place in several provinces. Both the provinces of Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island officially came off the stamp method of 
collecting levies and changed to a system of producer-reported 
marketings. This necessitated a change in reporting methods which, 
through the co-operation of the boards’ staff and producers, appears 
to be working well. 


Although the province of New Brunswick decided to retain the 
stamp method of collecting levies, it did substantially change its 
producer reporting forms to acquire more accurate and timely infor- 
mation. At the present time, this new system is in its trial stages. 


In the other provinces, there also appeared to be an increased 
emphasis to obtain even more accurate flock and production reports 
and this data will certainly prove valuable in ensuring that all 
producers in the country are treated equitably. 


Accelerated Fow! Removal Program 

The year 1980 was remarkably similar to 1977. As in 1977, it had 
become apparent early in the year, that the supply of product avail- 
able for the market was far in excess of demand. In an attempt to 
bring supply into a more realistic balance with demand, the directors 
of the Agency in conjunction with eight of the provincial boards (P.E.I. 
and Quebec did not participate) approved a plan to offer incentives 
to producers to remove birds intended for disposal, earlier than 
planned. The program was introduced in May and ran through to the 
end of July. The following schedule of compensation was approved:

The total declared 
movement of eggs from provinces was estimated to be 3,644,756 
boxes of which 1,437,606 boxes was surplus movement; this repre- 
sents 39.44% of all eggs shipped in 1980. This can be broken down 
to 699,717 surplus boxes moved in the first half of the year and 
737,889 boxes in the second half (48.67% and 51.33% of the total 
surplus moved respectively). 


The largest exporter of product during 1980 was Ontario 
(1,563,205 boxes) while Quebec was the largest importer (1,315,566 
boxes).

Public Relations 


The year 1980 was one in which the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency continued to fall under public scrutiny. In March 1980, the 
National Farm Products Marketing Council issued an exhaustive 
review of the Agency’s operations which, despite some criticisms, 
essentially confirmed that the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency was 
acting efficiently and responsibly in fulfilling its mandate. The steady 
increases in farm gate egg prices which were implemented in the 
latter part of 1980 received wide-spread national coverage in all 
media. 


An essential element in the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s 
public relations strategy has been accessibility: through contacts with 
journalists, the Agency has emphasized its eagerness to assist 
reporters in providing accurate coverage of its activities. As a result, 
most articles dealing with the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency in 
1980 were much fairer than in earlier years. The Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency’s successes in achieving large-scale international 
export sales to the Middle East received widespread coverage 
through press releases which were distributed to the Parliamentary 
Press Gallery and all major media across Canada. 


In December, the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency participated 
in the annual Canadian Farm Writers Federation Convention in 
Ottawa, attended by leading agricultural journalists across the coun- 
try. The Agency’s participation included presentation of an internally- 
produced 20-minute videotape program which provided a candid 
analysis of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s operations through 
interviews with senior management and department managers. 


While effective media relations were an important facet of the 
Agency’s public relations efforts in 1980, other initiatives were also 
undertaken to serve in the interests of the Agency and the egg 
industry. A 10-minute filmstrip program entitled “The Case of the 
Missing Eggs” was developed and produced for students in the 
elementary schools in both English and French. Distribution of the 
program is being handled by the provincial egg marketing boards. 


The controversy over cholesterol remains of continuing interest 
to the Agency because of its implications for egg consumption. In 
1980, this issue took a highly-positive turn when the Food and Nutri- 
tion Board of the National Research Council in the United States 
issued its report “Toward Healthful Diets” in May. The Council noted 
that many dietary recommendations ‘from various agencies in 


government, voluntary health groups, consumer advocates and 
health-food interests, often lack a sound scientific foundation”. The 
report indicated that the Council agreed with Canada’s Department of 
National Health and Welfare in its conclusion that specific recom- 
mendations about dietary cholesterol are not necessary for the 
healthy person. 


The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency's Public Relations 
responded to this development by issuing a press release noting the 
report’s main conclusions and followed up with production of a full- 
page advertisement summarizing its contents. This advertisement 
was run on a bi-monthly basis in the Canadian Medical Association 
Journal. The National Research Council report was also noted in a 
mailing to 16,000 general practitioners across Canada which 
included updated scientific research on the cholesterol issue. 


Cholesterol was only one of many themes covered in a 13-week 
radio series produced by the Agency and carried by approximately 25 
stations across the country. This series, included interviews with the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s Acting Chairman, General 
Manager, Promotion Director and world-renowned medical 
researchers. Among the topics covered were egg recipes, choles- 
terol research, egg quality control and orderly marketing, all topics of 
interest to both consumers and producers. Response cards from the 
stations indicated that it was well-received and highly-regarded. 


In a time of high inflation, marketing boards in general and the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency in particular, are going to receive a 
great deal of attention from the media, consumer groups and the 
general public. It is, therefore, almost inevitable that the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency will continue to fall under the spotlight of 
public opinion. The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency performs a vital 
role in agricultural production in this country and its public relations 
initiatives must serve to communicate that role clearly and honestly. 
That has been the foundation of our public relations efforts in 1980 
and the results have been satisfying. The Agency can, | feel, look 
forward to more public understanding of its unique responsibilities in

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Home Economists from the Provincial Egg Boards attended the second National 
Promotion Workshop of 1980 which was held in Ottawa, in November, at Hotel Inn of 
the Provinces. 


Promotion 


1980 has been a development and planning year for the promo- 
tion department with several large projects scheduled for national 
release in 1981. 


In March 1980 the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency sponsored 
an egg merchandising seminar. In an effort to increase consumer 
egg awareness and purchase power, strategic merchandising tech- 
niques were discussed. Each board was invited to co-sponsor three 
retailers and merchandisers from the major supermarket chains 
across Canada. The seminar, led by two consumer economists from 
Purdue University in Indiana, was attended by 28 participants from 
these major supermarket chains, provincial egg board offices and 
egg grading stations. 


For the third successive year, the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency sponsored the Golden Egg Recipe Contest open to all 
member chefs of the Canadian Federation of Chefs de Cuisine. The 
presentations to the winner and four runners-up were made by 
Mr. Harold Crossman at a breakfast during the Canadian Federation 
of Chefs de Cuisine Convention held in Saskatoon during May. 


Breakfast was sponsored by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
and was attended by 150 chefs. 


ENTERTAINING WITH EGGS, a new cookbook in pocketbook 
form has been developed for release in early spring 1981. A selection 
of the entries from the Golden Egg Recipe Contest will be among the 
150 gourmet recipes offered. 


The press release program continued during 1980 with special 
emphasis on holiday occasions and nutrition-oriented budget meals. 
Pick-up has been extensive through newspapers and radio. 


Two workshops were held during the year. The first one was held 
in Montreal in February, primarily as a learning session on problem- 
solving techniques. As well, summer promotion plans were finalized 
with each provincial board tailoring their individual needs under a 
national theme involving retailers, media and consumers. The 
second workshop was held in November in Ottawa, with guest 
speakers representing Maple Leaf/Canada Packers and Hospitality 
Marketing both outlining 1981 joint promotion plans. As well, a ses- 
sion on food photography techniques was presented by a prominent 
Canadian photographer. 


In an effort to investigate potential egg usage in the foodservice 
area on a national basis, the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency has 
commissioned Hospitality Marketing to do a study to ascertain 
whether egg awareness can be improved at the foodservice level. 
The study shows that nine high-profile foodservice operating compa- 
nies are interested in the possibility of increasing the use of egg items 
on their menus. At the present stage, implementation of marketing 
research results and promotional efforts have been scheduled with a 
leading department store beginning in the early part of 1981. 


Two joint promotions with Maple Leaf/Canada Packers and the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency have been developed and are 
scheduled for release in 1981. In January, a flyer containing recipes 
and a mail-in recipe book offer was mailed to three million Canadian 
households. This flyer will be followed by a recipe ad page and 
write-in coupon in a Maple Leaf/Canada Packers cookbook which 
will be sent to an additional five million households in May. 


The development of a central resource file in co-operation with 
all boards, has enabled provincial promotion personnel to have 
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access to literature and material available nationally regardless of 
province of origin or development. As well, a newsbulletin sent out 
every six weeks with information and activities on each provincial 
board keeps all provincial promotion personnel informed of promo- 
tions nationally. 


An excellent liaison has evolved between the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency and the provincial promotion personnel. We would 
like at this time, to thank them for their support and for their contribu- 
tion to the various projects undertaken during this past year and 
planned for during the coming year. Their input is invaluable in our 
continuing effort to increase egg consumption nationally.

Marketing System 


The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency Buy Back in 1980 was 
66% higher or 3,123,662 boxes as against 1,894,017, yet even with 
this tremendous increase we were faced with some size shortages 
during certain times of the year. Imports in 1980 were 377,720 boxes 
as against 772,030 boxes in 1979, about half as high and we ex- 
ported 589,948 boxes of eggs in 1980. 


Production in 1980 was 8% higher 24,320,000 boxes than in 
1979 as a result of better utilization, quota increase and better all 
around efficiency. As this report is printed, production should be 
starting to become more manageable when the quota cuts are fully 
realized. 


Transportation is getting better every year, with claims for 1980 
at less than 1%. Transport meetings were again held this year with 
excellent attendance and input from all concerned. 


Several boat loads of eggs were exported to the Middle East with 
ships loading out of Seattle, Washington; Los Angeles, California; 
Tampa, Florida and Winterport, Maine. 


Domestic consumption continues to improve although not as 
dramatically as in 1979. 


The stability of prices through central pricing is something every 
producer can be proud of. Productivity continues to improve and 
quality has also improved to the benefit of Canadian consumers. 


Producer communications with their provincial boards should 
continue so that everyone can benefit. Flock timing may be an area 
to zero in on, so that numbers and sizes of eggs are more available 
at times of heavy market requirements. 


Processor meetings were held throughout the year and the 
understanding between the Agency and the processor has continued 
to improve. 


The Agriculture Canada liaison has been extremely good and we 
wish to thank them for both their past and future co-operation.

Legal Developments by F. Lemieux and S. McLean of Herridge, 
Tolmie, solicitors to the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 


In previous annual reports, the legal developments section of the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s annual report was submitted on 
behalf of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s solicitors, Herridge, 
Tolmie, by its partner in charge of Canadian Egg Marketing Agency 
affairs, Francois Lemieux. This year and in succeeding years, this 
section will reflect the considerable and significant contribution which 
Scott McLean, a new partner at Herridge, Tolmie, has brought and 
will continue to bring to the legal advice provided to the Agency. The 
1979 annual report was perhaps too optimistic in suggesting that 
1980 would be a water shed or clean-up year or “the end of it” insofar 
as the collection problems related to the producer financing of the 
Agency. 


In Ontario for the period prior to June 1978 and in Quebec, for 
a period prior and since 1978, when Quebec’s validating legislation 
was passed, a residual number of producers are still challenging their 
financial obligations under the federal-provincial agreement on eggs. 
The greatest degree of resistance is now in Quebec despite the 
curative legislation in Bill 116 which, in one Quebec case, was 
declared to be invalid in part. This decision of a Judge of the Superior 
Court of Quebec led to a rash of producer levy refund claims against 


the Agency. The decision is on appeal to the Quebec Court of Appeal 
and we are confident that the judgment of the Superior Court of 
Quebec will be overturned. 


There are two appeals, one in Quebec and one in Ontario, which 
are set down for hearing during the first three months of 1981 and it 
is hoped that the results of these appeals will permit the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency to celebrate its 10th Anniversary with the 
elimination of this last resistance. 


There are many other aspects to the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency’s legal development which perhaps might be mentioned 
including the continuous consolidation of federal-provincial co- 
operation both from a legislative and a regulatory point of view. 


Prior to and during 1980, the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s 
trading activities have given rise to anumber of claims by the Agency 
either for the non-payment of eggs sold and delivered or claims 
related to breach of contract. During the year, efforts were intensified 
and resulted in the Agency resolving all of its older claims. The results 
have been satisfactory for the Agency, particularly in one case in 
British Columbia and one case in Ontario where substantial sums 
were recovered. During the year, a new claim was asserted by the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency arising out of its export sale of eggs 
to Saudi Arabia. 


Accounting 


During the year 1980, continued progress was made toward the 
standardization of the reporting system between the provincial 
boards and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. The successful 
implementation of a marketing report in Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island and the possibility of other Eastern provinces adopting 
this system, will ensure an equitable system for levy collection for all 
producers across Canada. 


As a result of the change in banking institution this year, a test 
system has been established in the Province of British Columbia to 
transfer monies by multi-branch banking as opposed to the conven- 
tional systems. The new transfer system allows next day access to 
monies transferred by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency or by 
provincial boards, at a minimal charge. All provincial boards will be 
contacted during the forthcoming year if the system is deemed suc- 
cessful and applicable to their needs. 
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Discussions continue between the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency and the National Farm Products Marketing Council on a new 
financial reporting system for our Surplus Removal Fund. The 
proposed scheme would enable the Surplus Removal Fund to be 
established into a Consumer and Producer Account. The Consumer 
Account will bear the costs of removing surplus product into the 
domestic market, while the Producer Account will bear the costs of 
any surplus product exported out of Canada or not for domestic use. 
This system of separate fund accounting will ensure that costs as- 
sociated with the different avenues of removal of surplus product, will 
be allocated to the proper source of funds, either Consumer or 
Producer. It will also assure the public and the National Farm Prod- 
ucts Marketing Council, that funds received as established in the 
Cost of Production Formula, are used for further processing of sur- 
plus product which remains in Canada for domestic use. 


The year 1981, will also be a year of computerization of financial 
information and reports in order to keep all parties concerned better 
informed on the day-to-day operations of the Canadian Egg Market- 
ing Agency. 


The Canadian Egg Marketing Agency has purchased three 
accounting packages, specifically Accounts Receivable, Accounts 
Payable and General Ledger. These modules will be implemented, 
tested and hopefully operational by the end of 1981. The provincial 
boards will be consulted and offered the opportunity to convert their 
present system to our new automated system to ensure similar 
operations. The manual system will remain intact until such time as 
accurate and bonafide information can be obtained from the new 
computerized system. Quarterly financial statements with compara- 
tive figures from the previous year will continue to be issued along 
with a weekly Management Report with every fourth report containing 
a detailed accounting of the Surplus Removal Accounts and the 
Administrative Fund.

Management Information Services 


1980 was a year for re-evaluation and solidification for Manage- 
ment Information Services, both for the computer system and the 
Cost of Production component. Stress was placed on the provision of 
support services to the provincial boards, the various departments in 
the Agency and the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s Board of 
Directors. 


Computer Services 

During 1980, measures were taken to improve the physical 
security of the computer, its peripherals, communication network 
equipment and the TWX and Telex terminals. A program of regular 
backups of the system was begun as part of improving the security 
and integrity of the data entrusted to the system. Our ability to recover 
the system in the event of a major breakdown has vastly improved 
and the operational availability of the system is consistently 
over 98%. 


A review of program and user documentation began during the 
late summer, and 1981 will see the publication of a complete User's 
Guide for the flock and egg production program for supply manage- 
ment, the various management reports available and a variety of 
administrative programs such as word processing, label production 
and accounting. 
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The provincial boards for Saskatchewan and British Columbia 
signed contracts in 1980 joining Manitoba and Nova Scotia as full 
participants in the computer system. The boards have their own 
on-line interactive terminals and communicate with the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency’s system through Bell Canada’s Datapac 
System. The New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island and Newfound- 
land boards prefer to submit their raw data to the Agency for input and 
receive their management reports by mail. 


Two important enhancements in software are planned for 1981. 
At present, data entered by any user is only available in standard 
report formats which have been programmed by our staff to the 
user’s specifications. A major project has begun to convert all the 
data and programs in such a way that non-computer oriented users 
will be able to access any of their data and create ad hoc reports 
through simple English-like query commands. Completion of this 
project is scheduled for mid-1981. As part of the improvement of 
management support, we installed a word processing package and 
some initial training has been given to various users. An accounting 
package consisting of General Ledger, Accounts Receivable and 
Accounts Payable was purchased in December 1980. This package 
will be installed and become fully operational in early 1981 and will be 
available to all users. 


Projection and forecasting programs are continuously being 
improved and several will be made available to the provincial boards 
to assist both management and policy makers in the decision-making 
process. 


Cost of Production 

The monthly application of the Cost of Production formula to 
establish egg prices has been trouble-free. During 1980, the 
manually-calculated figures were compared to the computer model 
and the difference was never more than 1/100 of a cent. 


However, rapidly escalating costs in many of the major compo- 
nents of the formula led to considerable concern with respect to data 
lag and the more accurate representation of market conditions by the 
data used. The Board of Directors approved changing the Grade A 
conversion from a 52-week moving average applied quarterly to a 4/s 
week average applied monthly. In 1981, pullet prices and salvage 
values collected and used will receive close scrutiny with the results 
being reported to the Cost of Production Committee. 
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As the major component in the Cost of Production formula, feed 
prices received particular attention in 1980. Discussions were held 
with the Canadian Livestock Feed Board which resulted in our con- 
ducting the first Canadian Egg Marketing Agency’s national survey of 
all producers in an attempt to determine the relationship of Canadian 
Livestock Feed Board prices to prices paid by producers. As our first 
survey questionnaire, it was not without teething troubles, but we 
were encouraged by the strong support and assistance received from 
the provincial boards. Our thanks and appreciation go to the pro- 
vinces, whose positive attitude led to a good response from 
producers. The results of the data analysis both provincial and 
national, will be available early in 1981. Activity at all levels is evident 
as Touche Ross & Co. prepared to conduct a new update to the Cost 
of Production formula.
